ITH the best Christmas sales on record all over 
the nation, the year 1956 ran up a gross na- 
tional product of about $417 billions. That is 

the high mark in history in this, the Land of Plenty. 

Naturally, the $417 billion economy will be used 
as a base for the economic outlook in the year just 
started. 


Consensus of opinion in government, commercial 
and labor circles is that 1957 will fall just short of 
the mark. All conditions considered, especially in re- 
cent events in the Middle East and Eastern Europe,

the year ahead will do well if it even approaches the 
$400 billion mark. Only an increased inflation can 
otherwise raise the figure. 


In terms of employment, production and earnings, 
1957 will not quite compare to 1956, the greatest 
year ever in these three departments. For instance, in 
the year 1956 disposable income, which is personal] in- 
come after taxes, was up about $15 billions. 

Since the year 1956 closed strong, economists in 
government feel that the first half of 1957 will be 
quite prosperous, with a tendency toward a fall-off 
in the last half of the year. This belief is also shared 
by economists in the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, the National Association of Manufacturers and 
at Brookings Institute. 

Emerson P. Schmidt, director of economic research 
for the United States Chamber of Commerce, says that 
“a look ahead at this time must be more guarded than 
usually.” 

“Nevertheless,” Dr. Schmidt said, “those who have 
ventured a prediction on the outcome of 1957, figuring 
employment, production and earnings, tend to think 
in terms of $425 to $435 billions.” 

That is a mighty high figure. Yet it might be at- 
tained. On the other hand most of the men inter- 
viewed at the United States Department of Commerce, 
Agriculture and the Treasury have an idea that the 
national economic picture will not be as bright in 
1957 as it was in 1956. They say the economy will 
probably be lower by five or six per cent. That would 
mean a set-back of $26.6 billions. 

America is moving into the third year of a period 
of recovery that began in 1954. We are still in a 
boom and with it an increasing inflation. As Dr. 
Schmidt says, “the boom is getting older, but not 
necessarily tired. That suggests, however, that certain 


stresses and strains may begin to develop. We don’t 
have all the favorable factors we had in the fall of 
1954.” 

Here are some of the outstanding factors in the 
American economy: 

Retail sales in the last half of 1956 show less 
bouyancy. 

Industrial production toward the last of the year 
was up, but only by 1.4 per cent. 

Miscellaneous and less-than-carload shipments have 
been down, but only slightly from a year ago. They 
are expected to rise this year, 1957. 

Department store inventories at the last of the 
year were up about 8 per cent over a year ago—and 
these, too, are expected to rise in 1957. 

Even those who are somewhat skeptical about our 
economy for 1957, and willing to predict that it will 
fall below that of 1956, still see good signs. 

One of these is the steady and high income of the 
American people. In December it reached a point 
where the rate for the year approached $328 billions. 
That would be about $17.5 billions more income than 
it was a year ago. And 1957 could be even better 
than that. Wage increases have exceeded productivity 
gains, but purchasing power is suffering as inflation 
reduces the dollar value, now worth about fifty cents. 

In 1957, according to all hands, the big battle will be 
against inflation. That is the main worry of all but 
crackpot economists, but the Federal Reserve System 
seems to think it has the situation well in hand. A 
tight money policy is designed to slow down the in- 
creasing economy. 

In a recent issue of the Times Weekly Review, Lon- 
don, a special correspondent traveling through what 
is called “Eisenhower’s America” wrote: 

“America is still a large enough country for things 
to be left in. You pass derelict dwellings, abandoned 
cars, the junk of a small community. No one seems 
to care; what does it matter? There is plenty more 
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room, plenty more of everything. If the American 
economy, in spite of all its efficiency, is built on con- 
sumer waste, it is because of this natural profusion. 
Here is a nation expanding because nowhere yet has 
it met its boundaries.” 

That observation is based on the idea so prevalent 
in America that “There is more where that came from” 
—and there usually is; but not now. Look for a short- 
age of some material. 

Take steel, for instance, there will possibly be a 
scarcity of steel in 1957—and if there is, watch out. 

All the prognosticators, government and commercial, 
preface any prediction on prosperity in 1957 by saying: 

“If there is enough steel, everything will be lovely 
and the automobile horns will honk loud, high, and 
handsome. If there is enough steel...” The predicted 
output of autos for 1957 is 1564 million units. 

To show how great the demand for steel actually 
is, the plate plants in America are booked for orders 
nine months ahead, or up until September. The auto- 
mobile business wants a goodly part of this. 

That makes it fine for the steel-makers; but for 
those unable to get steel it will be a different story. 

Remember this: Steel is used in nearly everything 
the American citizen touches, looks at, hopes for, 
dreams about, or uses. 

Steel plays such a prominent part in American 
living that it effects almost everybody in the nation. 
Some economists agree with the thesis that most of 
our price spirals—leading to inflation—begin with 
strikes in the steel industry. 

Whenever workers in steel decide to strike it is a 
foregone conclusion they will get what they demand. 
It might take a little squabbling and a waste of time, 
but eventually the so-called “Steel Barons” hand over 
the increase wages and pass the increase production 
costs on to users of steel. Then the prices of every- 
thing go up, and up and up. 

Once the price of steel advances everything else fol- 
lows, as ducks in a line. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission grants the railroads an increase in freight 
rates, auto prices soar some more, building costs 
increase, rents increase, and so on. 

Once the lid is off, everybody gets in on the act. 
Everybody gets a raise in salary or wages on account 
of higher living costs and the cost of living again goes 
higher, and higher and higher. 

Then comes tight money and the high cost of money. 
This even hits the Government which means the peo- 
ple, so taxes increase. Last month the Treasury De- 
partment swapped new securities paying 3% per cent 
interest for almost $10 billion in certificates that had 
yielded only 2 5/8 per cent. This is the highest yield 
on certificates since March 15, 1933. It is possible 
that Treasury certificates may once again pay as high 
as 4 and 4% per cent, Since this particular exchange 
cost Uncle Sam around $50 million on a yearly basis 
it added some more to the high cost of Government. 

So, everything is on the up and up—prices, wages, 
the cost of living, the cost of Government. 

Where will it all end, and what may be expected 
in 1957? This is the billion dollar question. 

Last year—1956—Tue Narionat Repvusuic, in its 
annual prediction, led off with an article entitled 
“Mounting Prosperity.” It was therein predicted 
that the national economy would strike an all-time 
high of $400 billion dollars. It reached that point 
plus $17 billion, but inflation increased with it. 

How will 1957 stack up against 1956? 

To get the answer it might be well to step outside 
the bounds of this country again. An English econo-

mist who refuses to be quoted for fear of being wide 
of the mark has this to say: 

“In that volatile country—America—where no one 
seemingly has any inhibitions, and where anything 
goes, the value of the dollar is liable to fluctuate in 
such fashion that the entire world can be thrown into 
a period of prosperity or depression. It happened 
once before. It can happen again. Fortunately, the 
money managers in America at this time seem to be 
a more sensible lot than their predecessors. That 
means that we of England, in particular, and Europe 
in general, may link our currency with the American 
dollar and not fear disaster. This is true in great 
degree at the moment. If the next three months—say 
into March—do not bring trouble on account of the 
Suez Canal crisis, then everything should be in good 
order. Even England may survive. In saying this 
I recall what Churchill once said, ‘We are now in the 
position of having nothing to export but people’— 
and they are fast leaving our shores for the colonies, 
Australia, Canada and New Zealand.” 

Yet, England is the greatest re-export country in 
the world. In November last, despite what happened 
in the Suez Canal mess, she reached an all-time high 
export record. Her greatest customer, incidentally, 
is the United States. If that gain can be held, all may 
be well. America, spreading her prosperity in the 
channels of commerce, is a better aid to world pros- 
perity than America giving away its substance and 
getting nothing in return. 

Latest figures for new orders in the hands of manu- 
facturers were down slightly toward the end of the 
year 1956, especially in September, but filled orders 
rose from $61.8 billions to $62.3 later on and this 
gives rise to an optomistic viewpoint. January of 
this year might beat all figures. 

In the year past, employment reached an all-time 
high and there is apt to be a fall-off in this. Most 
prognosticators—called that for want of a better word 
agree there will be a let-down in employment in 
1957. 

Total construction in 1956 hit the $44 billion mark. 
Estimates for 1957 are up from 5 to 6 per cent. Most 
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under the Congressional microscope. 

If Hawaii soon is to become a State, will the 
projected constitutional convention, in Honolulu, be 
dominated and controlled by Communists? 

The most recent Congressional inquiry, conducted 
by the Senate Internal Security sub-committee, began 
early in December 1956. It resumed an investigation 
begun by the Senate Committee on Interior and In- 
sular Affairs early in 1948, and abandoned in June 
1949, when statehood for Hawaii was sidetracked by 
the explosive impact of the Committee’s interim report. 


(wae ae operations in Hawaii are again 


177 witnesses interviewed in Honolulu over a period 
of four months in 1948-49, the Senate Interior Com- 
mittee urged “that statehood for Hawaii be deferred 
indefinitely until Communism in the Territory may 
be brought under effective control.” 

“A considerable number stated that although they 
formerly had been in favor of statehood, they had now 
changed their minds and preferred that statehood 
not be extended to Hawaii until such time as Com- 
munist influence might be brought under control.” 

An under-ground operation until 1947, the Com- 
munist Party of Hawaii adopted the “legal apparatus” 


COMMUNIST BASE IN HAWAII

“Harry Bridges, president of the Interna- 
tional Longshoremen’s and Warehouse Union, 
is the unseen Communist dictator of the Ter- 
ritory of Hawaii,” this 1948 report concluded. 
“Both the ILWU and Harry Bridges, person- 
ally, are publicly identified in the records of 
the House Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties as long-time Communist operatives.” 

Bridges’ ILWU was expelled from the C1O 
in 1949 after formal findings that the entire 
organization was Communist dominated. 

“Since VJ-Day, in September 1945, the 
Hawaiian Islands have become one of the 
central operations bases and a strategic clearinghouse 
for the Communist campaign against the United States 
of America,” the Senate report continued. By the 
well-known infiltration tactics of world Communism, 
a relative handful of Moscow adherents in the Islands, 
operating chiefly through the ILWU, has persistently 
sabotaged the economic life of the territory. This 
premeditated campaign of sabotage, through strikes, 
slow-downs, arbitrary work stoppages, and violent 
racial agitation, is inspired, managed, directed, and 
financed largely through the international headquarters 
of the ILWU in San Francisco.” 

That’s where the 1956 inquiry took up. One of the 
first witnesses was Lt. Gen. John W. O’Daniel, who 
had been commanding general of the U. 8. Army forces 
in the Pacific from 1952 through 1954. The danger 
from Moscow-directed Communism in Hawaii today, 
he testified, “is just as great, if not greater, than in 
1948.” 

In the same vein, Admiral Charles M. Cooke, USN, 
(retired) told the committee that Communist domina- 
tion of Hawaii “could spell irretrievable disaster to 
the United States.” He based his testimony, he said, 
upon his wartime experience as the Navy’s chief stra- 
tegic planner in the Pacific. 

Before sailing for Honolulu on November 23, 1956, 
members of the Senate sub-committee buttressed their 
case with testimony from some forty witnesses, all 
of whom pin-pointed the steadily expanding range of 
Kremlin operations in the Paradise of the Pacific— 
the key control point, supply depot, and communica- 
tions base for all U. 8. military commands throughout 
the entire Pacific and the Orient. 

Basing its recommendations on the testimony of

status, as defined by Moscow, in September 
of that year. 

“At a meeting of the leaders of Communist 
Party District No. 183 in San Francisco on 
September 26, 1947, Mrs. Charles Kazuyuki 
Fujimoto reported that various Communist 
Party members in the trade union movement 
in Hawaii were working with leaders of the 
International Longshoremen’s and Ware- 
housemen’s Union, and with certain factional 
representatives of the Democratic Party in 
Hawaii. Mrs. Fujimoto stated the Demo- 
cratic Party in Hawaii was selected by the 
local Communist executive committee to be the politi- 
cal organization into which the Communist Party 
would infiltrate and operate . . . She added that in the 
event the Communist Party in Hawaii was unsuccess- 
ful in its efforts to capture the Democratic Party or- 
ganization in the Territory, it was planned that a 
third party movement would be launched.” 

That third party never has materialized in Hawaii. 

The Senate Committee explored in detail the me- 
chanics of the Communist take-over of the Democratic 
Party in Hawaii. First the Reds took control of the 
ILWU; next the ILWU offered to “assist” the Demo- 
cratic Party, then devoured it. 
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Harry Bridges, International President of the Int'l Long- ; 
shoremen’s and Warehouse Union, Drinks to Health of a 
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“John Wayne Hall, the leader of the ILWU in the 
Hawaiian Islands, met with Harry Kronick, a leader 
in the Democratic Party in Honolulu, during Septem- 
ber 1947, to determine policies for assistance to be 
given the Democratic Party by the ILWU. Hall re- 
fused to have anything to do with Governor Ingram 
M. Stainback, Democrat, of Hawaii, in connection with 
the reorganization of the Democratic Party in the 
Islands. 

“By March 1948 the LLWU had undertaken a mili- 
tant campaign to infiltrate and control the Democratic 
Party from the precinct level up through the Ter- 
ritorial Convention, which was scheduled for May 1948. 
This infiltration of the Democratic Party in Hawaii 
was under the direct leadership of Harry Lehua Kamo- 
ku, a recognized Communist and a prominent ILWU 
leader .. . The Democratic Territorial Convention was 
held in Honolulu on May 2, 1948, at the McKinley 
High School auditorium. Forty-one Communist Party 
members were delegates or alternates to this conven- 
tion. They controlled every committee in the conven- 
tion.” 

That’s how the Kremlin took over the once respec- 
table Democratic Party in Hawaii. 

Loyal and patriotic Democrats in Hawaii were dis- 
mayed to realize their party organization had been 
captured by the Communists. In a radio address from 
Honolulu in May 1948, Mrs. Victoria K. Holt, then 
Democratic National] Committeewoman for the Terri- 
tory, and Democratic candidate for Delegate to Wash- 
ington, told of her thirty years public service to the 
Islands. 

“As a result of this close connection with Democratic 
Party affairs, I have come to realize in recent months 
that there is an underground group here in the Ter- 
ritory—the Communist Party—which intends to take 
over the Democratic Party and use it for its traitorous 
purposes. In fact, the Communist Party has already 
captured control of most of the high committee offices 
of the Democratic Party . . . I did not know until the 
Democratic Convention, on May 2, 1948, how serious 
the Communist problem was. But now I realize its 
seriousness; I realize that we cannot expect statehood 
—that we should not have statehood—until we prove 
to ourselves and to the rest of the United States that 
we can solve this Communist problem . .. What as- 
surance is there that they won’t be able to worm into 
control, as they did in the Democratic Party, and 
control an elected governor, the courts, the police, and 
our boards and commissions? This cannot happen so 
long as we are a Territory, but it can happen if we are 
a State.” 

The Senate Interior Committee’s report of June 21, 
1949, concluded its review of the Communist take-over 
of the Democratic Party in Hawaii with this note of 
warning: 

“Statehood for Hawaii is a primary objective of Com- 
munist policy in the Territory. The ILWU and the 
Communist Party say frankly that they could control 
a clear majority of the delegates who would write the 
new State Constitution.” 

Strikes and slow-downs are the first tool of ILWU 
Communism in Hawaii. Ocean shipping is the life- 
line of the Islands. When Harry Bridges calls the 
dock workers from their jobs, all business in Hawaii 
falters, and soon comes to a standstill. The Senate 
report outlined in detail the mechanics of this ILWU 
strangulation: (report page 100). 

“First the ILWU calls a strike on the Pacific Coast. 
Several months later, when the ports of San Francisco, 
Seattle, and Los Angeles are re-opened, a strike begins 
in the ports of the Territory. At any moment the 
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Communist Officials of Hawaii, Arrested for Conspiracy

Communist leaders of the ILWU decide that conditions 
are not to their liking, the commerce of the Hawaiian 
Islands is brought to a standstill. The record of 
shipping strikes on the West Coast and in Hawaii tells 
the story. In 1943 the shipping strike lasted 84 days. 
In 1936 it lasted 98 days. In 1939-40 it lasted 53 
days. In 1946 it continued for 54 days. The 1948 
strike lasted 94 days. The 1949 strike has been in 
progress since April 30. (52 days to date of this report) 
. .. The sugar strike of 1946 lasted 79 days.” 

The Senate report estimated that the 94-day shipping 
strike in 1948 cost the economy of Hawaii about $37 
millions, or about $400,000 a day! 

“The losses from one strike hardly can be covered 
before another strike is at hand . . . If the Territory 
of Hawaii can be prostrated by this system of slow 
economic bleeding, it must ultimately become a social 
bog, ripe for the final wrecking blow of Communist 
seizure.” 

Harry Bridges has been identified with Communist 
activities in the U. 8. since 1943, but his direct and 
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UR National Capital is preparing for its day of 

days, the inauguration of the 35th President of 
the United States. Both tradition and precedent 
make this a dazzling and picturesque spectacle, in 
which all the world is interested. Ever since April 30, 
1789, when George Washington took the oath of office 
as our first President, at ceremonies held in New York 
City, the 35-word oath by the new leader of the Ameri- 
can people has been the signal for a unique celebration 
unlike that of any other modern government. 

The unrivaled progress of the Republic will be wit- 
nessed on every hand, by comparison of present cere- 
monies with those of 168 years ago, when Washington 
assumed the office of Chief Executive of the struggling

ship of state. In February, 1789, Washington made a 
triumphant journey from Mount Vernon to New York, 
where Congress was then sitting. He was attired in 
a suit of dark brown cloth made from wool raised 
on his farm, by a new domestic textile plant located 


in New England. His stockings were made of white . 


silk, his shoe buckles of silver. His hair was carefully 
powdered. At his side hung a steel-hilted dress sword. 

A letter records that there was “Great excitement in 
New York on the arrival of General Washington. An 
elegant barge decorated with an awning of satin, twelve 
oarsmen dressed in white frocks and blue ribbons, went 
to East Town to bring him up. A stage was erected 
at the Coffee House wharf, covered with a carpet for 
him to step on, where a company of light horse, one 
of artillery, and most of the inhabitants were waiting 
to receive him. They paraded in great form, while the 
music of the drums and the ringing of the bells were 
enough to stun one with the noise.” 

New York then possessed a population of less than 
50,000 souls. These, together with the many visitors 
from neighboring communities, will be vastly multi- 
plied by January 20, 1957. Millions will attend the 
latest inauguration. It was weeks and months before 
citizens residing in the remoter districts of the new 
Republic were aware that the First President had 
assumed a place of trust, whereas, now countless mil- 
lions of TV viewers and radio listeners, actually attend 
the ceremony in spirit, as they watch or listen to the 
events in minutest detail. Truly, in every direction, 
the United States has progressed, and no ruler, ancient 
or modern, is watched by so many eyes as our Presi- 
dent as he assumes the high office of Chief Executive. 

The inauguration has always been the signal for a 
gala celebration, and that of George Washington was 
no exception. The pace was set by the Colonists, and 
each succeeding inauguration finds more people—mil- 
lions—participating. 

In 1789, an old letter recites, “The evening after his 
Excellency’s arrival, there Was a genera] illumination 

. except among the Friends and those styled anti- 
Federalists. The latter’s windows suffered some thou 
may’st imagine. As soon as the General was sworn 


in, a grand exhibition of fireworks was displayed.” 


Four years later, when the Nation’s Capital had 
been moved to Philadelphia, Washington rode to the 
scene of the inauguration in a coach drawn by six 
superb white horses, the coach bearing beautiful de- 


signs of the four seasons of the year. A passage 
through the crowd was cleared by two men with long 
white wands. Washington’s attire included a suit of 
black velvet, diamond knee buckles and a hat with 
the American cockade. 

The inauguration of a President is a most important 
event, despite the fact that it all revolves about the 
recitation of the 35-word oath. The custom of taking 
an oath is of very ancient origin, and is not, as is 
often times thought to be the case, a custom peculiar 
to modern nations. It was used 
long before the birth of Christ 
by nations whose leaders were 
pagans. 

In a legal sense, the oath is 
defined as “a solemn appeal to 
God to witness the truth of a 
statement or the sincerity of a 
promise, coupled with an im- 
precation of Divine judgment 
in the event of falsehood or 
breach of the obligation. Oaths 
to the effect that something 
shall be done or a certain line 
of conduct followed out may be termed the oath of 
allegiance, demanded of aliens, while the oath of office 
is required of those holding public office, which is 
known as a promissory oath.” 


Thus, for a President of the United States, or any 
other public officiai, to take the oath of office, and 
violate it, is considered treasonable, punishable by the 
severest action by our courts. However, the type of 
men who are elected to this office are such that the 
oath usually becomes a mere form, with a majority 
of the citizens taking it for granted the President will 
abide by his oath. 

It was Benjamin Franklin who'selected March 4th 
as the inauguration day, used for more than a century 
to install our new Presidents. We are told that he 
did this because looking forward for two hundred 
years, he discovered this date would fall less often 
on Sunday than upon any other day of the year. Taylor 
and Hayes were inaugurated on Monday, March 5, 
as was President Monroe’s second inauguration, though 
the first occurred on the regular date. 

On July 2, 1788, the President of the Congress, 
then in session in New York City, notified that body

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that New Hampshire had ratified the Federal Constitu- 
tion on June 21, preceding, and as it was the ninth 
State to do so, that instrument was now by its own 
terms to become the supreme law of the land. After 
prolonged debate, on September 13, 1788, Congress 
resolved that “the first Wednesday of January next, 
1789, be the day appointed for appointing electors of 
the several States which before the said day shall have 
ratified the said Constitution; that the first Wednesday 
in February next be the day for the electors to as- 
semble in their respective States and vote for Presi- 
dent, and that the first Wednesday in March next 
be the time and the present seat of Congress the place, 
for commencing proceedings under the said Consti- 
tution.” 

It was the election of Franklin D. Roosevelt, in 
1940, plus the demand for a change to an earlier date 
of a new administration which was responsible for 
adoption of Constitutional Amendment No. 22, This 
changed the date of inauguration from March 4 to 
January 20th, and the amendment likewise, limits a 
President to two terms. 

It has become the custom for the newly-elected Presi- 
dent to take the oath of office and then make an ad- 
dress in which he sets forth the ideas and ideals of 
his administration. Many of the older executives, 
including John Adams, made their speeches first, 
while William Henry Harrison gave part of his ad- 
dress, took the oath, and then completed his remarks, 
one of the longest inaugural addresses on record. 

Up to that time 16 of our Presidents had seen mili- 
tary service, which was revealed at the ceremonies by 
a pageant of splendor which added greatly to the 
pomp of the parade from the White House to the 
Capitol. Even though the President be a man who 
has won laurels in peaceful occupations and service, 
no other national event calls for such colorful cere- 
monies as those representing West Point, Annapolis, 
the Air Force, veterans, members of the armed services 
and civilians of the inaugural parade. 

When Abraham Lincoln took the oath of office, in 
1861, it was announced that “the regalia for the mar- 
shal-in-chief of the parade will be an orange-colored 
scarf with white rosettes and a blue saddle cloth with 
gilt trimmings.” In the parade marched survivors of 
the War of 1812. The very atmosphere was charged 
with signs of the impending conflict. Along Pennsy]l- 
vania Avenue, sharpshooters were stationed on the 
roofs of buildings, prepared for an outbreak. How- 
ever, the day passed without trouble. 

Some of the inaugural addresses have been short 
and to the point, and some have been long and weari- 
some. Of all the messages, only a few have contributed 
to the classic literature of our country. There re- 
main as supreme masterpieces the two messages of 
Abraham Lincoln. The final paragraphs of each of his 
inaugural addresses will be remembered long after the 
others are forgotten, even to the name of the men 
who delivered them. 

In his first inaugural address, Lincoln declared: 
“We are not enemies, but friends. We must not be 
enemies. Though passion may have strained, it must 
not break the bonds of affection. The mystic chords 
of memory, stretching from every battlefield and pa- 
triot grave to every living heart and hearthstone all 
over this broad land, will yet swell the chorus of the 
Union, when again touched, as surely they will be, 
by the better angels of our nature.” 

Even more majestic was the second message, a part 
of which reads as follows: “With malice toward none, 
with charity for all, with firmness in the right as God 
gives us to see the right, let us strive on to finish

the work we are in, to bind up the nation’s wounds, 
to care for him who shall have borne the battle and 
for his widow and his orphan, to do all which may 
achieve and cherish a just and lasting peace among 
ourselves and with all nations.” 

The following morning, a Washington newspaper 
declared that “the words deserve to be printed in 
gold.” Prophetic thought! For today, as for years 
past, not in gold, but in enduring marble, in the walls 
of the Lincoln Memorial, in the hearts of his fellow 
countrymen, the words are preserved. Lincoln’s in- 
augural addresses were destined for the ages. 


FIRST LADIES 


The wives of our early Presidents are of interest, for 
they took a leading part in the life of the nation, al- 
though at the time they could not exercise the right 
of franchise. 

Martha Washington was the daughter of Col. John 
Dandridge, a planter of New Kent, Virginia, and the 
widow of Daniel Parke Curtis, also a wealthy planter. 
She was educated, cultured and a capable housewife 
and manager. 

Abigial Adams, wife of our second President, was 
the daughter of a Congregational minister, Rev. Wil- 
liam Smith. She too was cultured, a capable house- 
wife and manager. 

Martha Wayles Skelton Jefferson, was the vivacious 
daughter of John Wayles, a wealthy lawyer of Charles 
City County, Virginia, and the widow of Hathwest 
Skelton. She entertained very seldom while the mis- 
tress of the White House.

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VERY race, region and nation in the world, free 
or fettered, is now involved in grave danger of 
war.

REDS CONCEAL NEXT AIMS

What then? Where will the 
war occur? The withdrawal of 
British and French forces in 
Egypt is almost universally re- 
garded as a shift toward peace ; 
and yet, looking upon the sit- 
uation coldly, without conced- 


ing anything for the sake of 


true that they are cooperating on the next plans, what- 
ever these plans are? If so, the danger to free nations 
is enormously increased, while those nations grope 
in the dark as the daggers of death are drawn by 
massed butchers who know what they intend to do. 
it was by secrecy and stealth that Korea was invaded, 
first by Korean Reds and later by Red Chinese “vol- 
unteers.” Chou En-lai is now suspected of planning a 
“sneak attack” on Formosa—a move that could open 
up war in Asia and probably in Europe. He is also 
secretly involved in the Red’s Iron Curtain and Near 
Eastern plans. 

One additional fact stands out in universal view, 
regardless of the status of any nation, region or race, 
is the fact that the Moscow Red regime. reversed its 
“soft” attitude in November and brutally attacked 
the shackled people of Hungary, killing their victims 
indiscriminately by hundreds or throusands. There is 
no attempt on the part of the Reds to deny this fact. 
The massacre of Hungarians and others continues. 
The dictators refuse to reveal their most secret plans, 
merely closing the [ron and Bamboo Curtains and 
telling outsiders that the Soviet butchery in Hungary 
is “nobody’s business.” and that the UN will not be 
permitted to survey the situation. On the day before 
Christmas His Holiness Pope Pius XII proclaimed 
that “defensive war” is morally justified; as he “called 
on the world to give the United Nations the right and 
power” to prevent aggression. Here is his opinion: 

“Tt is clear that in the present circumstances there 
can be verified in a nation a situation wherein, every 
effort to avoid war being expended in vain, war for 
effective self-defense with the hope of a favorable out- 
come against unjust attack could not be considered 
unlawful.” 

“The world organization,” he continued, “should 
have the right and power of forestalling all military 
intervention of one state in another, and also the right 
and power of assuming, by sufficient police force, the 
safeguarding of order in the state which is threatened 
... Present day conditions which find no counterpart 
in the past should be clear to everyone. There is no 
longer room for doubt concerning the aims and methods 
which rely on tanks, when these latter noisily crash 
over borders sowing death in order to force civilian 
people into a pattern of life they explicitly detest.” 

Pope Pius in his release did not mention the Com- 
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peace hopes, it is evident that 

Britain and France are not pro- 
moting peace between the Mongols of Moscow and the 
free world. The role of the UN police force in Egypt is 
yet to be defined and effected. Does the Soviet oli- 
garchy agree to this? The Reds have blocked such 
UN proposals for ten years. Nothing has been re- 
ported to show that Moscow now favors a plan that, 
if accepted, would destroy the hope of making Soviet 
satellites of Arab countries and Africa. The mischief- 
makers in Arab countries show clearly how their 
friends in Moscow are spurring them on. 

The problem before Secretary General Hammar- 
skjold is how to get the UN into Egypt and how to get 
it out. He has one foot in the door, but in reality 
the UN contingent is a prisoner whose fate is fixed, 
not in Egypt, but everywhere except in Egypt. The 
UN complex is the cause of as many headaches as are 
caused by the Soviet Union and Red China. All great 
nations are tied together in impotence within the UN 
charter and are unable to agree upon any policy of 
peace or war in dealing with the ill-omened continent 
that overshadows them all. The United States, for 
example, is tied hand and foot to the UN, the charter 


Russia’s Armed Forces Ready to Strike on Command, 
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which denies the power to this “independent” govern- 
ment to defend itself in its own way, and yet commands 
it to perform duties which it cannot perform. Other 
nations have an indirect voice in American foreign 
policy in spite of President Eisenhower’s desire to 
shape and direct our own policies. Talk is endless and 
fruitless in UN halls where delegates ignorant of 
Americanism waste time while freedom should be 
preparing to fight to the death that is prescribed for 
it by a mighty evil power that dominates the UN. 
No “entangling alliance” ever imagined by Washington 
or Jefferson could have been devised by the nations 
for the purpose of frustrating their own independent 
undertakings. 

Now, when the UN should be powerful enough, if 
it is ever to be, to secure liberty to all peoples, it is 
paralyzed by complications manufactured by some of 
its own members. The Red evildoers of the UN have 
repeatedly violated the UN charter and should be 
expelled, of course; but the United States itself can- 
not expel them. President Eisenhower has before his 
desk a Senate resolution requesting him to study the 
“implications” that would attend any action by Con- 
gress looking to withdrawl by the U. 8. from the UN 
in case Red China should be admitted. 

The complications resulting from the American at- 
tempt to subject its independence to the charter are 
in fact beyond any counting. No doubt most of the 
time consumed by the Administration is lost by futile 
efforts to harmonize our independence with the pro- 
visions of the UN charter, a charter born of evildoers. 
The President loyally endeavors to solve the problems 
arising in the charter, but in this endeavor he loses 
time, prestige and the right of the government to man- 
age its own concerns without becoming too fully en- 
meshed in the UN network. When or by what means 
a solution of this problem can be achieved by Congress 
is a vexed question with no answer in sight. In the 
meantime, many demands upon our government pile 
up, such as financial aid to allies, provisions for oil 
to overseas vessels, and important decisions relating 
to new types of weapons and methods of warfare. 

Deep in this pile of problems lies the question of 
American conduct in case of the inevitable clash be- 
tween the Arabs and Israel. An outburst of violence 
leading to war is expected at any moment. Will the 
U. 8. help Zion or the Arabs, both sides or neither? 
This question awaits an answer in Congress. 

Another question calls for attention. How far will 
the U. 8. go in liberalizing immigration to aid such 
refugees as the Hungarians and other satellite peoples 
subjected to Soviet massacres? Nobody knows as yet. 
This is a touchy problem. An overflow could eventual- 
ly adversely affect our own economy. 

One thing has been definitely settled—the President 
will not use force to protect satellite peoples in Soviet 
or Chinese occupied territory. He abhors and con- 
demns imperialist invasion or seizure of weaker coun- 
tries, but he will not risk a world war by directly 
interfering with the Red abuse of satellite peoples. This 
attitude has been made clear, both by President Eisen- 
hower and Secretary Dulles. Logically it is an in- 
vitation to tyrant powers to go ahead with their plans 
to overrun neighboring countries, enslave their peoples 
and hold them forever, with immunity against retribu- 
tion. But it avoids the risk of all-out war in which 
millions of people would be slaughtered, The Ameri- 
can people have approved of this Presidential pro- 
cedure, in spite of its illogical application. 

As to the relative measures for providing military 
force in comparison with Soviet and Chinese prepared-

ness, there seems to be no accurate knowledge. Both 
sides have tried to conceal their operations. Spies 
are at work, no doubt, but they can apparently now 
accomplish little. The people have seen aircraft of 
superior models in many countries, but they have 
no clear ideas as to the capacity of the most modern 
of air, naval or military powers as compared between 
free countries and the Red slave system. Figures are 
mere guesswork and hearsay. 

Diplomats try to define the alternatives that should 
be agreed upon by free governments in certain con- 
tingencies to checkmate the organized enemy forces. 
They picture an imaginary stroke evolved by the Soviet 
and China as part of the ultimate goal and then seek a 
counterstroke that could demolish enemy plans and 
thus to also help postpone the long-range goal. 

There is constant consultation, especially among 
the governments in NATO, all bearing upon efforts 
to solidify an alliance while there is time to promote 
closer relations and stronger commitments. It seems 
that progress is being made, even if slowly, in remov- 
ing some of the obstacles and a tendency to suspect 
true motives. The British-French conduct in Egypt 
seriously impaired general confidence in NATO and 
Western Germany seems to have lost interest in uni- 
fication proposals. The build-up of a new defense force

U. S. A. Red Armed Revolt Plotted 


New details of the Communist plot to topple our 
Government have been uncovered in the latest series 
of hearings held in various cities in the United States 
by the House Committee on Un-American Activities. 

Developments include evidence that in at least one 
instance Communists held a dress rehearsal for revolu- 
tion which included mock executions. Other dis- 
closures link the murder of a California university 
student with other murder mysteries allegedly linked 
with the Communist movement and one witness ap- 
pearing at a hearing was branded as a “murder in 
the underground international conspiracy.” 

Major cities visited by the Congressional committee 
which set out to investigate the extent to which the 
Communist organization is seeking to undermine the 
Government security program include Los Angeles, 
San Francisco, Seattle, Chicago and Youngstown. 

A list of six persons who died under mysterious 
circumstances and who opposed or deserted the Red 
cause was read to the committee in its Los Angeles 
session by Richard E. Combs, counsel for the Cali- 
fornia State Senate Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities. 

He cited the case of George Alberts, maritime en- 
gineer found clubbed to death aboard a ship in San 
Francisco Bay. Alberts was an ardent anti-Commu- 
nist and bucked Red infiltration in the maritime in- 
dustry. Laura Law was bludgeoned to death in Aber- 
deen, Wash. She had previously been engaged in Red 
activities in the trade unions in the Northwest. 

He also listed the unsolved case of Everitt Hudson, 
20, U. C. L. A. graduate student, previously active 
for Communism among college students, but whose 
body was finally found in a furnace pit; Gen. Walter 
Krivitsky, former head of Red intelligence who de- 
fected, came to the United States and was found dead 
of bullet wounds in a Washington, D. C., hotel, fol- 
lowing an appearance before a Congressional com- 
mittee, and Juliet S. Poyntz, former New York Marxist 
who “disappeared,” after she had defected. 

The latest in this series, he said, was the case of 
Sheldon Abrams who earlier this year was found dead 
in his room near the UCLA campus. Although police 
originally closed the case, claiming Abrams died of 
carbon monoxide poisoning, there is a possibility of it 
being reopened on the findings of two UCLA toxi- 
ecologists who testified it would have been “impossible” 
for the student to have died accidentally. 

While the technique for the elimination of the in- 
dividuals was different in nearly every case, the motive 
according to Mr. Combs was to silence the victim, 
no longer considered a good risk to the Reds or be- 
cause of their opposition to subversive activities. 

Retired Brig. Gen. Herbert C. Holdridge, who has

prominently figured in political activities of minority 
groups, was ejected from the Los Angeles hearing after 
creating a disturbance at the recess of the session. 

Attorney Maynard Omberg, counsel for one of the 
witnesses, was also forceably ejected from the hearing 
room when he cut loose with an audible “guffaw” at 
a statement by Chairman Doyle. 

Another attorney, Abraham Lingoln Wirin, former 
New Deal office holder, representing Mrs. Rose Chernin 
Kusnitz, was escorted from the committee room on 
committee orders after a protracted argument with 
the committee counsel. They were discussing pro- 
cedures and the rights of Mrs. Kusnitz, who was or- 
dered to appear as a witness. Mrs. Kusnitz is execu- 
tive secretary of the Committee for the Protection of 
Foreign Born, a Red front organization. She was 
convicted in 1952 along with other California Com- 
munist leaders of conspiring to advocate the violent 
overthrow of the Government. 

Three witnesses identified by Stephen A. Wereb, 
former FBI undercover agent, as Communist fune- 
tionaries are Mrs. Delphine Murphy Smith, former 
executive secretary of the Committee for the Protection 
of Foreign Born; Carl Brant and John Uhrin, both 
connected with the same organization. Brant was

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active in the United Electrical Workers Union which 
was expelled from the ClO as Communist controlled. 
Wereb was identified as the Los Angeles county labor 
chairman for the Communist Party. 

Most witnesses called before the committee at the 
Los Angeles hearings balked when asked about their 
links to the Communist movement. 

In San Francisco the committee heard witnesses 
identify at least six leaders of the Foreign Born Com- 
mittee as Communist Party members. They are Victor 
Arnautoff, former art professor at Stanford University 
who says he is on sabbatical leave; Audrey Grossman, 
Oakland attorney and ex-Pacific Coast director of the 
Red front Civil Rights Congress; William Heikkila, 
Finnish-born chairman of the Northern California 
Committee for the Protection of Foreign Born; Cleo- 
phus Brown, president of the National Negro Council 
and sponsor of the Committee for Protection of Foreign 
sorn in the Los Angeles area; Mrs. Grace Patridge, of 
San Francisco, and Mrs, Clair Jensen, of Berkeley, 
both officers of the same committee in the Bay area. 

The Congressional sub-committee holding the hear- 
ings voted to recommend to the Department of 
Justice that denaturalization proceedings be started 
against Arnautoff on the basis of his identification 
as a Communist. He invoked the Fifth Amendment 
when asked by Congressional Committee members 
about testimony identifying him as a Communist. 
He was also questioned about a smear picture he 
painted of Vice President Nixon holding a pumpkin 
and entitled “Dick McSmear.” The “pumpkin papers” 
was evidence that led to Alger Hiss’ conviction. He 
admitted painting the picture, but denied having been 
paid for it by the Communist Party. 

Dr. Holland Roberts, of Palo Alto and former Stan- 
ford professor, now head of the Communist California 
Labor School, was asked if he serves as “a nerve center 
for the transmission of foreign Communist propa- 
ganda,” but refused to answer. Replying to the ques- 
tion as to whether his leaving Standford was “volun- 
tary or involuntary” he replied it was “a combination 
of both.” Communist publications were presented, 
listing him as a director of the California Labor 
School, and the American-Russian Institute for Cul- 
tural Relations. Roberts declined to answer questions 
about his participation in the Warsaw Peace Confer- 
ence a Moscow staged world propaganda effort. 

The Army’s Russian language school was “one of the 
witness was Jeremiah Finegold, owner and operator 
identified as a Communist Party functionary. The 
best customers” of another witness who has been 
of the Russky Kustar Book and Record Shop in San 
Francisco. He was questioned about his frequent 
visits to the Russian Consulate in San Francisco in 
recent years and he said the calls were strictly busi- 
ness.

The Committee for the Protection of Foreign Born 
of the State of Washington lost a court decision in its 
effort to block the Congressional committee hearings 
in Seattle. 

Clayton Van Lydegraf, of Bellingham, Wash., was 
accused in the Seattle hearing of having been “a leader 
in the bloody uprising” in the Philippines where the 
Communist-led Hukbalahaps tried to seize the govern. 
ment. Van Lydegraf refused to answer questions 
about his part * the uprising. 

A governmen, itness, Mrs. Barbara Hartle, one

Committee for Protection of Foreign Born and identi- 
fied three-fourths of them as Communists. 

Mrs. Julia Ruuttila, of Astoria, Oregon, named as 
“one of the principle propagandists for the Communist 
Party in the Northwest,” declined to answer questions 
in connection with the charge. She had been linked 
with the Portland, Ore., North End Communist club. 

Mrs. Louise Hatten, of Seattle, was asked about her 
activities with the Committee for Protection of Foreign 
Born of Washington and also her possible links with 
the Communist Party, but refused to answer. 

At the Chicago hearings the Committee heard Anzell 
A. Czarnowski, of Argo, Lil., former FBI undercover 
agent, testify about a dress rehearsal—complete with 
guns, at which Communists discussed how they would 
line up and shoot their enemies in time of revolution. 

Meantime, J. Edgar Hoover, FBI head in Washing- 
ton, D. C., released information through a book by 
Don Whitehead, that Hoover blocked an effort by the 
United States Office of Secret Service to permit Rus- 
sian Communists (NKVD agents) access to all our 
government war secrets by an exchange of secret serv- 
ice agents stationed in Washington and the legal es- 
tablishment of a Russian Communist Secret Service 
(spy system) in our country.

INAUGURATION DAY 


Eisenhower is expected to mark a red-letter day in 
our history and in the history of the world. He stands 


at the summit of fame and public favor. Some of the 
applauding comments of George Washington’s friends 
may be properly applied to “Ike,” without subjecting 
him or the praise to inappropriate comparisons, “First 
in war, first in peace” is certainly a fair repetition of 
Lee’s famous eulogy of Washington. In later days it 
may prove the phrase, “first in the hearts of his coun- 
trymen,” was appropriate also. 


General Eisenhower’s achievements in piloting the 
Ship of State through deadly dangers are beyond de- 
nial. He has adhered to the hope of preserving world 
peace in spite of provocation and the impetuousity of 
less patient citizens. That the United States now 
enters a new and unforeseeable future with clean 
hands, unstained by American or foreign blood, ought 
to stand as a monument of wise policy pointing the 
way to all heads of state for all time. 

The virtual unanimity of men in Congress supports 
the President in his familiar policies. Citizens are 
Americans first and partisans afterwards. “Ike” suf- 
fered many bitter remarks because he tried to avoid 
partisanship during the late campaign, but in the 
election his patience and good judgment were vindi- 
cated. 

The 85th Congress begins its labors with the hope 
that the pilot now taking the helm will have a happy 
and fortunate voyage. All free nations must hail the 
new regime as they join in celebrating the inauguration 
of General Eisenhower.

A BETTER PROGRAM to anticipate 


more frugal program for financial handouts than in 
the preceding Congress. While taxes may not be cut 
this year, it seems probable that appropriations will 
be somewhat less; and probably the lawmakers will 
be more cautious in commitments or Treasury loans. 
They certainly have huge spending records to remind 
them to scan their gifts to foreign governments. 


It is hardly likely that Congress will curtail “social 
security” projects, but enough has been decided by 
popular vote to serve as a warning against the plunge 
into insane spending which Democrats of the Socialist- 
labor-boss stripe were eager to take. Not only did 
President Eisenhower advocate a more cautious pro- 
gram, but he also advocated the return to individual 
enterprise that should mark a notable reduction of 
government competition with private business, 

Pressure is coming from enthusiasts who hope to 
commit the Treasury to billion-dollar spending for 
“education.” But-when it is fully understood that 
Congress has no constitutional authority to regulate 
education, and when parents learn that their children 
are now deprived of the old-fashioned benefits of in- 
struction in history, spelling, grammar and arithmetic, 
it may be that the idiotic “reforms” proposed in Con- 


gress will be vetoed in favor of the American system 
of education through the States. 


Ample provision for national defense is to be made 
in the budget estimates. The President is prudently 
carrying forward the program for military, naval, air 
and nuclear weapons which is a part of the interna- 
tional defense system. Nothing that would give com- 
fort to the world enemy has been neglected; and every- 
thing that could be used to destroy the aggressor will 
be employed. The country has good reason to be 
proud of its chief defender as he stands on guard dur- 
ing the next term. 


WHAT ABOUT 1957? 


all Federal authorities it appears that the United 
States will continue its expansion at least during 
the first six months of 1957. The demand for credit 
continues to exceed all demands for interest and in- 
stallment debts. Americans now owe about $137 bil- 
lion on installment debts. They have quit the old- 
fashioned rule of thrift by debt avoidance and now 
clamor for more credit in spite of paying out a few bil- 
lions a year in installments. The clamor comes also 
from industry and banks. There are complaints that 
“money is too tight,” but the Federal Reserve Board 
insists that the “public” is demanding more and more 
credit upon which to build up production and to keep 
up high wage soaring. 

All loans to banks can be converted into currency, 
and it is feared that if loans are made still easier 
the dollar will continue to depreciate and bring about 
additional inflation, but the great bulk of opinion in 
the business world continues to favor more generous 
credit. So the tendency is to swell the debt now owed 
by the people. How much can they stand in paying 
debts? Nobody knows, but nearly every official au- 
thority is convinced that this enormous reservoir of 
credit can be enlarged without further danger. It is 
the marvel of the world that the United States strides 
forward into regions of finance and activity never 
before explored. . 

The country now plans to make 1957 among the 
banner years of history. Production and employment 
—and debts—are to make new records at least in 
the early 1957. It is a breath-taking adventure in 
which 170 million people participate. Almost to a 
man, they join in the demand for “more credit,” upon 
which they expect to build a pyramid of progress 
never before recorded in history. 


THE FATE OF 
THE SATELLITES sent, we think —that 


at present, we think—that 
he cracking of the walls of 
tyranny in Hungary is the signal for an early collapse 
of Soviet satellites. In the first place, the Soviet 
Union is still potent in Hungary, and no outside nation 
or UN authority has attempted to intervene to defend 
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the victims of Moscow. Soviet comment on outside 
intervention is that this is a “domestic question” 
and there is no one to openly challenge this view. 
The UN may act “theoretically,” under the charter, 
but its members shrink from the task and the com- 
plications that might follow. 


No territory seized by the Soviet during World War 
II has been released. The-satellites are numerous, 
restless, poorly fed and housed, and most of them, 
doubtless, would join in liberation movements if they 
could do so with a reasonable prospect of success. 
But there they are, chained hand and foot, subject to 
brutal punishment if they but publicly complain. The 
secret police may betray them to their captors and 
destroy any plans for a revolt. If they revolt they 
are met with superior organized armed forces. 


The system under which trained agents from Moscow 
keep control of captive millions is a remarkable ex- 
ample of discipline as well as cruelty. These men 
are experts who are occasionally relieved and sent 
to other capitals. Their reports are made in person, 
and if they prove incompetent they are promptly shifted 
or purged. All of the satellites are watched from 
Moscow and Peiping, and by their puppet rulers 
in subjected countries so that no important plan or 
resistance movement can be extensively developed 
without detection. The forced labor system keeps 
able-bodied workers too busy to conspire for a revolt. 
They are physically exhausted, just in time to avoid 
their breakdown; and if they break down they are 


scrapped. 


So long as the Soviet Union maintains its system 
as developed by Lenin and Stalin it seems to be des- 
tined for a fairly long life in spite of the poison of 
slavery that lurks in its vitals. Some day it will die 
of this cancer. These passing months and years are 
dreary and disheartening to free men who see others 
in long captivity. But there is a world of freedom 
waiting, and history tells us that slavery and freedom 
cannot coexist together. When the Soviet succumbs to 
the fate that all slave empires have in previous history 
suffered, the hurricane of ruin may strike unexpectedly. 


JUDICIAL USURPATION Srates 


gone to an extreme exercise of the power of injunction. 
Any citizen who now criticises the Court’s ruling of 
1954 may be jailed without trial by jury or otherwise. 
It intimated that language used by a citizen may be 
construed by the Court issuing the injunction as run- 
ning counter to—what? Not the desegregation ruling 
of 1954, but against the injunction itself, as interpreted 
and applied by the Court in its own right. 


There is no such right as the power to imprison a 
citizen for expressing his opinion of a ruling or in- 
junction. In his language or behavior he might be 
guilty of contempt and be punished for his offense, 
but the Constitution gives no power to any Court to 
jail a citizen for commenting upon the effect of an 
injunction. In this new usurpation of authority the 
Court inevitably hastens the rapidly growing public 
opposition to judicial attempts to make law. As the 


excesses of some of the Federal Judges become more 
arrogant, the people must and surely will retaliate 
by taking control of constitutional power and cutting 
off the offending Courts and judges. 

The race question is not the fundamental problem 
They have attempted 


that now confronts the courts.

to make law, first by judicial rulings having no war- 
rant for such action, and now by issuing injunctions 
having no basis whatever for their punishment of 
citizens for the exercise of freedom of speech. 


In his remarks on the dangers of judicial law-mak- 
ing and of the outrage of the power of injunction, 
former Justice Byrnes of South Carolina has said: 


“The Supreme Court has substituted for congres- 
sional legislation the power of the courts. That means 
the power of injunction. It is a dangerous power, 
often abused. 


“If the speech of a citizen to students not to attend 
an integrated school is punished by imprisonment with- 
out a jury trial, what about a speech by a labor leader 
urging employees not to work when interference is 
similarly enjoined?” The Court has gone in two 
directions in dealing with these two classes. 


This question may come up hereafter to haunt usurp- 
ing judges who misuse their injunctive power. The 
Bill of Rights was proclaimed on December 15th, 167 
years ago. Citizens until this time have exercised 
the right of trial by jury. It is a dark and dangerous 
hour when the Courts rob Americans of their con- 
stitutional rights. The only compensating feature of 
this critical time is the knowledge that “in the long 
run” the people will take control of the Courts that 
are now running amuck, going in different directions 
on similar cases and in deserting legal precedents for 
ideologies in forming their decisions. 


P INQUIRIES BY INDUSTRIOUS 
PHARAOH ) RAT American investigators 
have revealed the close connection between Commu- 
nists and Mongols. These red-skinned people, usually 
called Tartars, include members of the Kalmuck, Uzbeg 
and many other tribes.

There 
is also the Zieselmau’s which Pallas says the Kalmucks, 
even of distinction, count a delicacy, cooked in sour 
milk. They eat not only the flesh of their different 
kinds of cattle, including horses and camels, but also 
wild animals which other nations eschew; e.g., mar- 
mots and Zieselmice, beavers, badgers, otters and 
lynxes, leaving none untouched except the dog and 
weasel kind, and also (unless very hard pressed) the 
flesh of the fox and wolf.”

19 Commissars and Vice Commissars (top officials) 
of State Departments; 

The Directors of 12 Industrial Trusts, 4 Trade 
Unions, and 4 Newspapers; 

A dozen senior officials of the Soviet Diplomatic 
Corps, including several ambassadors, and Foreign 
Affairs Vice Commissar Karakhan ; 

A Director of Tass News Agency, the Reds world 
wide news reporting service ; 

2 Judges of the Georgian Supreme Court; 

Russia’s leading aircraft designer, and 

Directors of Soviet Radio Communications. 

All of that occured in one short six months period. 

And with all the abundance of such evidence, during 
40 years, for the indicting and condemning of these 
professional Murder Gangs—our “democratic” friends 
still maintain much the attitude of India’s Premier 
Nehru and his 450,000,000 Indians—one of non-criti- 
cism, one of “understanding” and expectancy for a 
bigger, better Russia, some day. 

President Roosevelt insisted on “recognizing” Red 
Russia soon after he took office. Russians now hold 
the greatest power in the United Nations, because of 
favors granted them by those sturdy Democrats, Presi- 
dents Roosevelt and Truman—at Cairo, Tehran, Yalta 
and Potsdam conferences, where Alger Hiss was a 
directing agent at FDR’s elbow, and when Truman 
was publicly stating: “I like good Old Joe (Stalin).”

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Yes, American appeasement and “understanding”

That long speech was given “in secret” to the Twen- 
tieth Party Congress by its “First Secretary of the 
Soviet Union’s Communist Party” (top leader), and 
it “leaked into the American Press, where it created 
tremendous interest with some believing, many 
doubting. 

It was withheld from the Russian people, and has 
never yet been circulated there, as Khrushchev in- 
sisted: “We cannot let (these facts) get outside the 
Party, especially to the press ... We know the limits.” 

But experts on Red Russia’s villainies and mass 
murders and kidnapping records were not slow to 
note the maggots in the cheese. They promptly re- 
ported the following obvious “facts” for citizens who 
don’t believe all they hear, and only a part of what 
they see, when the Red magicians are working. Com- 
rade Khrushchev was himself Comrade Stalin’s right- 
strong-arm, managing many mass murders and kid- 
nappings and the exile of hundreds of thousands of 
innocent Russian comrades.

agency; and in the important 
revolution just accomplished in 
the system of their united gov- 
ernment the tranquil delibera- 
tions and voluntary consent of 
so many distant communities 
from which event has resulted 


Being to guide him in directing the destiny of our 
country. 

All of our Presidents believed in God; and all of 
them were church members with three exceptions— 
Jefferson, Lincoln and Hayes. Even though Jefferson 
and Lincoln did not claim membership in any de- 
nomination, nevertheless, Lincoln attended the Pres- 
byterian Church, and Jefferson expressed a preference 
for the Unitarian faith. Hayes attended the Metho- 
dist Church, but he never joined. 

The inaugural addresses of our Presidents supplies 
us with evidence that the United States is a God-fear- 
ing and God-loving nation even though some citizens 
disown God and prefer to work as the sons of Satan. 

What did the Presidents say about God in their 
inaugural addresses? They said a great deal; and this 
will be pointed out. 

Dwight D. Eisenhower was the first President of the 
United States to preface his inaugural address with a 
prayer of his own. 

As Eisenhower stood before the Capitol in 1953 he 
asked the audience to bow their heads as he prayed: 
“Almighty God, as we stand here, at this moment, my 
future associates join me in beseeching that Thou wilt 
make full and complete our dedication to the service 
of the people in this throng and their fellow-citizens 
elsewhere. Give us, we pray, the power to discern 
clearly right from wrong, and allow all our words and 
actions to be governed thereby and by the laws of this 
land. 

“Especially we pray that our concern shall be for 
all the people—regardless of station, race or calling. 
May cooperation be permitted and be the mutual aim 
of those who, under the concepts of our Constitution, 
hold to differing political beliefs, so that all may work 
for the good of our country and Thy glory, Amen.” 

Washington, on the other hand, was the first Presi- 
dent to express reliance on God in his inaugural ad- 
dress. He said: 

“In obedience to the public summons, repaired to the 
present station, it would be peculiarly improper to 
omit in this first official act my fervent supplications 
to that Almighty Being who rules over the universe. 
who presides in the councils of nations, and whose 
providential side can supply every human defect, that 
His benediction may consecrate to the liberties and 


can not be compared with the 
means by which most govern- 
ments have been established without some return 
of pious gratitude, along with an humble anticipation 
of the future blessings which the past seem to presage. 
These reflections, arising out of the present crisis, 
have forced themselves too strongly on my mind to 
be suppressed. 

“The propitous smiles of Heaven can never be ex- 
pected on a nation that disregards the eternal rules 
of order and right which Heaven itself has ordained.” 

John Adams, the teacher, lawyer and diplomat, in 
his inaugural address pleaded: “May that Being who 
is supreme over all, the Patron of Order, the Fountain 
of Justice, and the Protector in all ages the world of 
virtuous liberty, continue His Blessing upon this na-

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tion and its Government and give it all possible success 
and duration consistent with the ends of His Provi- 
dence.” 


Thomas Jefferson, the political philosopher, who was 
not expected to say anything bearing on religion pe- 
titioned: “May that Infinite Power which rules the 
destinies of the Universe lead our councils to what 
is best.” 

Madison, the one-time theological student, in his 
first presidential address said: “We have all been 
encouraged to feel in the guardianship and guidance 
of that Almighty Being whose powers regulates the 
destiny of nations, whose blessings have been so con- 
spicuously dispensed to this rising republic.” 

Monroe, after taking his oath of office said: that 
it was his “fervent prayer to the Almighty that He 
will be graciously pleased to continue to us that pro- 
tection which He had already so conspicuously dis- 
played in our favor.” 

John Quincy Adams, upon becoming president, de- 
clared: “To His over-ruling providence I commit with 
humble but fearless confidence my fate and the future 
destiny of my country.” 

Andrew Jackson, that colorful soldier and politician, 
expressed a “firm reliance on the goodness of that 
power whose providence mercifully protected our na- 
tional infancy, and has since upheld our liberties in 
various vicissitudes, encourages me to offer up my 
ardent supplications that He will continue to make 
our beloved country the object of His divine care and 
gracious benediction.” 

Van Buren, the professional politician expressed 
this thought: “I look to the gracious protection of the 
Divine Being whose strengthening support I humbly 
solicit, and whom I fervently pray to look down upon 
us... to bless our beloved country with honors and 
with length of days.” 

William H. Harrison, the sometime medical student 
and soldier, was the first president to use the word 
“Christian” in an inaugural address. He said: that 
he had “a profound reverence for the Christian re- 
ligion .. .” 

Tyler briefly declared that he believed in “the pro- 
tecting care of an ever watchful and over-ruling Provi- 
dence.” 

Polk was a little more expressive on his religious 
sentiment for he said: “I fervently invoke the aid 
uf the Almighty Ruler of the universe ... to guard 
this Heaven-favored land” and to direct him “in the 
path of duty” ... and that He will “protect our be- 
loved country”... as He had “from its infancy.” 

Taylor, the soldier concluded his first presidential 
address with almost the same words used by Polk. 

When Fillmore succeeded Taylor he said: “I rely 
upon Him who holds in His hands the destiny of 
nations.” 

Pierce expressed this wish: “I can express no 
better hope for my country than that the kind Provi- 
dence which smiled upon our fathers may enable their 
children to preserve the blessings they have inherited.” 

Buchanan, the politician and diplomat declared: 
“T must humbly invoke the God of our fathers for wis- 
dom and firmness.” 

Lincoln, the great emancipator and country lawyer, 
was the first president to use the word “Christianity” 
in an inaugural address. Lincoln said: “Intelligence, 


patriotism, Christianity, and a firm reliance on Him, 
who has never forsaken this favored land.” 

When Johnson, the tailor, succeeded Lincoln after 
his assassination, he made this laconic observation: 
“Duties have been mine; consequences are God’s.”

In concluding his first presidential address Grant 
after asking the people to cement themselves into a 
happy union asked them to pray for “nation to Al- 
mighty God in behalf of this consumation.” 

Grant expressed a prophetic thought in his second 
inaugural address when he said: “I believe that our 
Great Maker is preparing the world, in His own good 
time, to become one nation, speaking one language, 
and when armies and navies will no longer be re- 
quired.” 

Hayes said he was “looking for the guidance of that 
Divine Hand by which the destinies of nations and 
individuals are shaped.” 

Garfield, the teacher, lay preacher and soldier simply 
said: that he “reverently invoked the support and 
blessing of Almighty God.” 

Six months later when Chester succeeded Garfield, 
he laconically said that he would rely “for aid on 
divine guidance.” 

When Cleveland became president he said: “Let us 
not trust to human efforts alone, but humbly ack- 
nowledge the power and goodness of Almighty God.” 

Benjamin Harrison, the grandson of President Wil- 
liam H. Harrison expressed the hope “that He (God) 
will give me wisdom, strength and fidelity, and our 
people a spirit of fraternity and love of righteousness 
and peace.” 

Upon becoming president for the second time Cleve- 
land told his fellow-Americans that “Above all, I 
know there is a Supreme Being who rules the affairs 
of men and whose goodness and mercy have always 
followed the American people, and I know He will 
not turn from us now if we humbly and reverently 
seek his powerful aid.” 

McKinley opened his inaugural address by “invoking 
the Almighty God” and he concluded that address 
by declaring that he had taken his oath of office “rev- 
erently before the Lord Most High.” And on embark- 
ing on his second term he promised “unreserved de- 
votion on my part their faithful discharge” (his duties)

Ike has always been a “team- 


cabinet is usually made up of professional politicans, 
whose helpfulness is limited by their experience and 
background, President Eisenhower’s Cabinet is mostly 
professional men. Nowadays, Presidents feel the need 
to look beyond the realm of politics for the special 
guidance that can be supplied by economists, political 
scientists, moralists, and even metaphysicians. 

When the late President Roosevelt let his unlamented 
“Brain Trust” shape his New Deal, there were many 
sarcastic references and wisecracks about “professors 
in government.” But the trouble wasn’t that Franklin 
Roosevelt took advice from university professors; the 
trouble was the type of starry-eyed, left-wing profes- 
sors that won favor with him. Sizing up the New 
Deal Brain Trust, this writer said, “They haven’t any 
brains and they can’t be trusted.” The late H. L. 
Mencken bitingly recommended, “Let the Brain Trust 
professors get out of Washington and go back to their 
jobs of making university sophomores ashamed of their 
fathers.” Yes, that was the trouble with the Roosevelt 
Administration; it took its advice from the kind of 
crackpot professor who specializes in making immature 
students ashamed of their fathers, their fathers’ faith, 
the Bible and the Constitution of the United States. 

For the most part, President Eisenhower has a level- 
headed group around him. But, as is usually the case, 
there are a couple of eager-beavers, hungry for head- 
lines, who delight in representing themselves as un- 
official White House spokesmen. One is a character 
by the name of Larsen, who was completely unknown 
until he wrote a book in which he claimed that the 
President was following his lead into some kind of 
Republican “no-man’s land” of newfangled liberalism, 
progressivism, and “moderation.” The other self-styled 
Presidential “insider” is Paul G. Hoffman, whose pre- 
vious claim to fame (or the opposite) is that he piloted 
the Studebaker-Packard Corporation over the rapids 
of financial collapse. Except for such time as he gives 
to such liberal enterprises as the Fund for the Repub- 
lic, Hoffman is busily engaged in peddling magazine 
articles in which he presumes to interpret the Presi- 
dent’s mind and moods to the American people. 

From these boastful “insiders,” we are supposed to 
“learn” that inside himself, Dwight Eisenhower is in 
a state of turmoil and rebellion against the traditional 
Republican Party. We are even told that, at one time, 
he is supposed to have considered starting a new party 
of his own. Laboriously, it is stated and repeated 
that Ike is out to “rebuild” the Republican Party. He 
is determined to modernize it; reform it; refashion 


man.” He has never gone in 

for the Stalinist “one-man per- 
sonality cult” in anything. His deep study of history 
has led him to recognize the role of the party in Ameri- 
can governmental processes. The party is never legiti- 
mately made the instrument of one man’s ideas, ideals, 
or purposes. Republicans—and Democrats—in Con- 
gress must keep their independence of the Executive 
branch of government. 

Where did Hoffman get the idea that President 
Eisenhower is determined to “personalize” the Repub- 
lican Party and bring it under his own individual 
direction, if not dictatorship? From a Hoffman 
magazine article, we gather that Ike’s deepest 
thoughts and aspirations became apparent to Hoffman 
as his mood changed during a game of golf. Hoffman 
not only reads between the lines of what Ike has said, 
but he professes to dig deep into his thought processes 
when he is silent. 

Occasionally, the President has used such terms 
as “modern Republicanism” and “moderate Republi- 
canism” and “progressive Republicanism.” But this 
does not mean that he favors rebuilding, revolutioniz- 
ing, or refashioning the Party and the purging of

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conservative Republicans. Rather, it strikes us as 
meaning that he believes Republicans must make prog- 
ress in giving good, sound, and efficient government. 
The basic principles of old-fashioned Americanism 
remain valid and sound. The task of good govern- 
ment is to make them to apply to present problems. 
A modern party is one that is alert to the nation’s 
needs, and moves swiftly and efficiently to meet those 
needs by following “old-fashioned” Constitutional 
Americanism. 

Roosevelt tried to “make over” the Democratic Party 
to reflect his own grandiose ideas of “world leader- 
ship,” domestic regimentation, and perennial tenure 
of office for himself. Following the example of the old 
master, Harry Truman did a job of refashioning the 
Party himself, with an eye to providing a place on 
the federal payroll for all the cronies, hangers-on, 
hacks, and parasites who had wormed their way into 
his affections during the course of a half century of 
all-night poker games, whiskey socials, and other con- 
vival activities, 

It is true that President Eisenhower has given 
qualified—we almost said half-hearted—support to 
such “liberal” reforms, borrowed from the New Deal, 
as the use of federal funds for such non-federal activi- 
ties as school-building and “public housing.” But 
his whole approach has been on the side of caution 
and conservatism. He has recognized the dangers 
of expanding federal financing and federal control, 
no mater how pressing may seem the “emergency.” 
So far from going “overboard” for the Hoffman brand 
of “liberal Republicanism,” Ike has made only minor 
and even grudging concessions to the theory that 
every “emergency” justifies federal intrusion into af- 
fairs that belong to the states and communities. 

The plain truth is that the people like Ike. But they 
do not like any kind of “federalism” or “nationalism” 
that swallows up state rights and responsibilities. 

Next to the hub-hub over the H-Bomb, Stevenson 
made the biggest issue of the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion’s failure to go whole-hog for federal aid-to-educa- 
tion. Ike did recommend a modest advance of federal! 
funds for school construction, with safeguards against 
federal financing leading to federal control. This bill 
never passed the Congress. Adlai hammered away at 
the idea that the Republican leadership was only half- 
hearted for federal aid and probably heaved a sig) 
of relief when the whole program got bogged down 
and beaten in Congress. We think he proved this 
point, but it boomeranged against him almost as dis- 
astrously as the Stevenson representation of himself, 
and Estes, as experts on H-Bomb fall-out. 

The simple truth is that the mass of conservative 
Republicans in the North, and of conservative Demo- 
crats in the South, dislike and distrust the whole idea 
of the federal government concerning itself with state 
affairs, no matter how many “safeguards” are set up 
against federal financing leading to federal dictation. 
Millions of Constitution-loving Americans probably 
agreed that Adlai had a “point” in claiming that the 
Republican leadership really didn’t want to authorize 
the federal government to mess in state schools in 
any way whatsoever. All Adlai accomplished was to 
persuade the people that Ike was their man—that he 
thinks like most of them; that he loves the Constitu- 
tion as they do. 

Adlai and Estes spent much time convincing the 
American people that Eisenhower is really a conserva- 
tive. They portrayed Nixon as an arch-conservative, 
and then insisted that Eisenhower is one with Nixon, 
and has nothing in common, really, with Paul Hoff.

man, except mutual pleasure on the golf course. The 
people believed this. And it wrecked the hopes of 
Stevenson and Kefauver. 

When Ike talks about “modern Republicanism,” the 
people think they know what he means. He does not 
mean squandering billions of dollars in pursuing phan- 
toms of planned ecenomy, the “welfare state,” social- 
ized medicine, socialized education, socialized housing. 
He means applying old-fashioned Constitutional prin- 
ciples to the problems and needs of the present day. 

In the first place, the people think of Ike as a good 
old-fashioned patriotic American, with old-fashioned 
character and convictions. The Republicans think 
of him as another Lincoln, and the conservative Demo- 
crats as another Jefferson—bringing into this modern 
realm of world chaos the time-tested principles that 
served so well in the past, and will serve equally well 
now, if fully applied. 

In the second place, they think of him as a man 
of conscience and conservatism: the exact opposite of 
the Hoffman conception of a “liberal” Republican, 
given of wild experimentation, reckless spending and 
almost indistinguishable from a political relic or hold- 
over from the happily-departed days of New and Fair 
Dealism. 

Hoffman, Larsen and Co. may make literary hay out 
of wild predictions that Ike is about to purge the 
conservatives, revamp, revise, revolutionize and re- 
build the Party. But the plain people of America, 
who never played golf with the President and tried 
to analyze his silent moods in the process, are not 
going to be much impressed. There is an aggressive, 
well-organized element in the Republican Party who 
dream of the day when it will be rebuilt and recon- 
structed in the likeness of neo-New Dealism. But Ike 
is not the man to convert such starry-eyed visions 
into reality. The people know this, and are glad for 
it, even if Hoffman and Larsen insist on indulging 
imaginings to the contrary. 

Evidently there are still politicians and reformers 
in our country who are busily engaged in attempting 
to change the fundamental concepts of our Govern- 
ment. They have heretofore been slowed down by the 
people’s representatives in Congress and, to a certain 
degree, by our courts in the past, so they have tried 
to streamline the major political parties, realizing

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RE we winning our war with Communism in the 
United States, or is it taking on a new face or 
camouflage?

Communism continues to maintain its po- 
sition as one of the dominant forces ruling 
22 per cent of the earth’s surface and one- 
third of the world’s population with ma- 
chineguns, tanks and slave-labor camps, The

and the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
has been rebuffed recently by scores of defiant sus- 
pects in high professional circles. 

On the hopeful side, the membership of the Com- 
munist Party in America is reported to have dropped 
from 100,000 to some 28,000 in the last ten years, and 
in recent months new schisms have reportedly de- 
veloped inside the party due to Russia’s varied changes 
of tactics. 


The blood purge in Hungary, the downgrading of 
Stalin, the gradual realization by many of the self- 
deluded that Soviet Russia after all is no workers’ 
paradise—all have been factors in freeing some Ameri- 
can Communists and many fellow-travellers from their 
mental enslavement. The internal struggle between 
the “Stalinists” and the “Titoists” for power has added 
to the confusion of the American Red Party leaders. 

William Z. Foster, 75-year-old party chairman, has 
stuck to his leadership of the Stalinists, Under in- 
dictment since 1948 for conspiring to teach and advo- 
cate the violent overthrow of the United States Gov- 
ernment, but never brought to trial because of ill 
health, Foster is urging iron discipline and continued 
subsurvience to Moscow. 

John Gates, editor of The Daily Worker, and Max 
Weiss, propaganda chief for the party, have been speak- 
ing for the minority faction urging more party in- 
dependence of the Kremlin, although they are dedicated 
to the Marxist-Leninist philosophy. Weiss has made 
a formal declaration of the party’s independence, and 
the official party organ, The Daily Worker, under John 
Gates editorship has faintly criticized Soviet brutalities 
in Hungary. 

But how much of this alleged independence is real 
and how much is now being manifested for window- 
dressing, designed to fool the American people? 

Nikita Khrushchev himself first signalled this policy 
shift, prior to the Polish and Hungarian revolts. Ob- 
viously, it was a clever propaganda move designed to 
take some of the explosive steam out of the growing 
demand of party members, outside Russia, for increased 
independence of action. 

Yet despite this show of party independence and 
the policy splits that appear to be developing in the 
party, the Communist spy apparatus continues to 
operate between Moscow and our key defense indus- 
tries, and numerous sabotage cells are alert for the 
signal to begin dynamiting and spreading disaster. 

The danger is no less real. The Marxist ideological 
war on democratic institutions and ideals continues. 


tinues its proselytizing and conspiratorial 

operations in all parts of the world, in- 
cluding the United States. Strangely enough this 
secret conquest of America has been successful in 
several] fields, in spite of the murderous blunders now 
confessed by the Kremlin bosses. 


Centainly, some of Stalin’s loathsome record of 
cruelty and torture had leaked out from behind the 
Iron Curtain long before Khrushchev made his historic 
speech denouncing and repudiating Stalin. But Ameri- 
can party members had shut their mind to the truth, 
and many Americans, who were not party members, 
had been inclined to discount reports of Stalin’s bru- 
talities as anti-Communist prepaganda. Persons and 
publications, who dared expose the Red menace, were 
accused of Red-baiting. 

Equally puzzling is the fact that many of those who 
helped put the Communist blueprint into effect were 
not Communists at all, but respectable, if confused, 
Americans. 

In case you have forgotten, let us take a brief look 
back into the past. 


On May 27, 1928, the Red flag of Communism flew 
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jauntily above a convention hall in New York City 
where the Communists were conducting a national 
convention. 

“There have been many stormy Communist conven- 
tions in the United States within the past eight years,” 
commented The Daily Worker of New York, “but this 
is the first ever called for he specific purpose of putting 
the revolutionary party into the parliamentary strug- 
gle.” 

In other words, the party was admittedly beginning 
its fight to control legislative and governmental 
processes in the United States. In fact, the Commu- 
nists then proceeded to reveal their “blue-print” for 
making over America, just as Adolf Hitler set forth 
his aggressive objectives in his book, “Mein Kampf.” 

They outlined their revolutionary objectives as 
follows: 

Abolish the Senate, the Supreme Court, and the Veto 
Power of the President. 

Release all political prisoners immediately. (This 
was done.) 

Withdraw all U. 8. Warships and Marines from 
China immediately. (This was so the Reds could even- 
tually take over—which they did—with American aid.) 

Immediate recognition of the Soviet Government 
by the United States. (This, too, was achieved.) 

Abolish all laws which disfranchise the Negroes 
on grounds of color. (This is in final process.) 

Abolish laws forbidding intermarriage of persons 
of different races. (This has been accomplished in some 
states. ) 

Abolish censorship over motion pictures, theater 
and radio. (This battle is still on.) 

Withdraw all troops from Latin America immedi- 
ately. (Accomplished.) 

Repeal immigration laws immediately. 

And a score or more of strictly revolutionary de- 
mands designed to cripple the U. 8. A. and to agitate 
the people to revolts and other militant actions. 

It is interesting to check this list and see how well 
the Communists succeeded in putting into effect much 
of their legislative program, which was obviously 
aimed at creating disunity and strife in America, as 
well as paving the way for Communists aggressions in 
Asia and Latin America, While they may have been 
on solid grounds in urging some of these programs 
such as the abolition of laws disfranchising Negroes 
on grounds of color, this was definitely not for con- 
structive purposes but a part of their trouble-making 
program. They hoped to use these demands to stir up 
conflict. 

The objective, which, the Communists gained most 
quickly, however, and which has caused the United 
States no end of grief, was the one “demanding” im- 
mediate recognition of the Soviet government by the 
United States. 

On November 16, 1933, President Franklin D, Roose- 
velt recognized Soviet Russia. This was a reversal of 
long-established policy dating from the Soviet Union’s 
inception in 1917, following the overthrow of the Keren- 
sky government by the Bolsheviks. 

Millions of Americans, including some of President 
Roosevelt’s own advisers, considered this a dangerous 
mistake. From its beginning, the Communist govern- 


ment had been an unlimited dictatorship, headed by 
brutal men who had nothing but contempt for free- 
dom and constitutional government. And while Stalin 
and his dictatorial clique promised Roosevelt, in re- 
turn, that they would cease their meddling in our in- 
ternal affairs, they immediately began setting up one 
of history’s most elaborate and effective spy machines, 
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finally deeply penetrating our government, labor unions 
and the professions. 

Gerhard Eisler, Julius and Ethel Rosenberg, David 
Greenglass, Alan Nunn May, Klaus Fuchs, Bruno 
Pontecarvo, Jacob Golos, and Harry Dexter White 
and many others had key roles in this spy drama, for 
which the curtain was raised and the stage set in 1933. 
Yet in spite of the shocking story of treason and sabo- 
tage that has been uncovered, there is still a deter- 
mined, well-financed conspiracy in America to cover 
up the tracks of the Red stooges and their dupes. 


In many cases, smear attacks have been made on 
patriotic, alert Americans, who have dared expose the 
great conspiracy, while prominent dupes of the spy- 
masters have been elevated to places of honor and 
responsibility. In fact, a subtle, organized campaign 
is again under way to white-wash the conspiracy and 
belittle the menace of Communism. 

This is the new danger—that Americans may be

In spite of the convincing reports of Russian atroci- 
ties that have come from Poland and Hungary, the 
new Soviet propaganda line that Stalin’s successors, 
unlike bloodthirsty Joe, are men of peace and re- 
spectability finds a certain amount of naive acceptance 
in the United States. Consequently, the danger of 
Communism continues to exist in America. And it 
will be a danger as long as Americans refuse to take 
seriously the manifesto voiced by Karl Marx in 1848. 

Marx said then: “Seisure of power and retention of 
power throughout the world by the proletariat is only 
a matter of time. The establishment of the dictator- 
ship of the proletariat is inevitable. And the abolition 
of this state of things is called by the bourgeois, aboli- 
tion of individuality and freedom, and rightly so. The 
abolition of bourgeois individuality, bourgeois inde- 
pendence and bourgeois freedom is undoubtedly aimed 
at. In a word, you reproach us with intending to do 
away with your property. Precisely so: That is just 
what we intend.” 

Not many months ago, Nikita Khrushchev, speaking 
to 2 group of Rangoon University students in India, 
said: 

“The days of capitalism in the world are approach- 
ing theirend. Our system will win.” 

Many Americans will be inclined to laugh or shrug 
scornfully as they re-read Khrushchev’s grim boast. 
But this is certainly no time to let our guard down, 
in the belief that Communism is no longer an internal 
danger. 

Never was there a time when greater vigilance was 
more needed. Communism may wear a new face, but 
it carries the same bloody bayonet.

world government must be superimposed upon it to 
insure the survival of mankind and the rewards of 
universal peace. 

The instructional materials that present this thesis 
include ten recorded radio dramas, a participant’s 
manual containing background material for each of 
the programs; a “companion volume” containing 
scripts, supplementary essays and “other related ma- 
terials”; and a discussion leader’s guide manual that 
springs this question: “If a nation today should yield 
its sovereignty to a world government, what, if any- 
thing, would it lose?” 

Leaders of “Ways of Mankind” discussion groups are 
often school teachers who receive small stipends that 
are considered as a payment of expenses rather than 
formal fees per hour of instruction. 

The classes are often held in private homes; enrollees 
are derived from the neighborhoods through solicita- 
tion by public librarians, brochures mailed by the 
sponsoring universities, notices posted in public places, 
and by newspaper publicity. The anthropological con- 
tent is merely a lure to gather in people who would 
be unreachable by undisguised collectivism, The main 
purpose of this Ford Foundation-FAE discussion group 
experiment, apparently, is to promote the quackery 
of world government. 

Bibliographies shunt the hastily trained discussion

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threats.” Disregarding the unspeakable miseries stem- 


ming from sexual promiscuity, the author concludes 


her book with the suggestion that Americans should 
not rear children in the American way, but should 
present the “knowledge of many ways,” then “leave 
our children free to choose among them.” 

Obviously, the “Ways of Mankind” international 
clique of political anthropologists are using UNESCO 
devices in promoting the ideology of world government. 
Out of genuine anthropology they have contrived a 
kit of twisted tools to further the totalitarian goal. 
Reputable anthropologists disassociate themselves from 
this quackery. 

The “Ways of Mankind” experiment has appeared 
among the forerunners of a mass movement now gain- 
ing impetus in universities and other agencies, en- 
couraged by the millions of tax-exempt foundations 
employed as pipes of “culture” to those persons whom 
the foundation trustees consider to be uncultured. 

In Fabian-socialistic reasoning, the Foundation goes 
on: “,,. this... means that people must want policies 
based upon such understanding .. . It is for just this 
reason that the scholars who study the behavior of hu- 
man beings ... have taken on a special importance 
in recent years. It is not enough for this understand- 
ing to be the possession of specialists and scholars. 
To be useful, it must be shared by all . . .’—which in 
Fabianese means that collectivistic one-world govern- 
ment could be brought about by patiently duping and

Robert Redfield, one of a group of professors brought 
together in July 1950 at the University of Illinois by 
the NAEB (National Association of Educational 
Broadcasters) wrote the original memorandum out- 
lining the purpose of the “Ways of Mankind” series. 
His signature is notorious in the “Open Letter” issued 
in 1952 by the National Committee to Repeal the Mc- 
Carran Act. For more of Professor Redfield’s record, 
see p. 355 of the Tax-Exempt Foundations Report. 

Wherever men live together, there must be some 
kind of authority; wherever there is authority, two 
things are important—how it is given and how it is 
checked. In the Declaration of Independence, Ameri- 
cans asserted obedience to their Creator, that perfect 
Authority. Other people of the world can do likewise. 

It is unthinkable that Americans would knowingly 
enthrone a Babel of mortal world government above 
their unalienable rights, and those of all peoples, as 
those rights exist under God. All the laws in the world 
cannot create peace; but mankind can move closer 
to peace by starving the lusts of false leaders. One 
way is to withhold the money that feeds their destruc- 
tive power. 

When the unsavory purpose of “Ways of Mankind” 
propaganda is understood, the effort will be doomed. 
In the meantime, Ford Foundation-FAE is responsible 
in advancing American tax-exempt money for the sup- 
port of false teachings as the above. 


NATIONALISM OR INTERNATIONALISM? 


[TH increasing frequency the American people 

are told that patriotism is a narrow sentiment, 

and that the really virtuous citizen loves other 
countries and the world in general as well as he does 
his own land. 


The effect of this teaching is not to increase world 
patriotism to any great degree, but it does tend to 
diminish love of country. It is said that it was not 
dificult to teach the Indian not to work on Sunday, 
but the trouble was to persuade him to work on the 
remaining six days of the week. 


The nation in which love of country has disap- 
peared is on the road to ruin. The attacks upon that 
love of country are not manifestations of mental 
breadth, but of inherent disloyalty. 


Why should not the American citizen love his own 
country better than he loves any other country in 
the world? It is the land of his birth; usually the 
land of his fathers; it protects him in his right of 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness; it represents 
the highest ideals, the highest degree of diffused pop 
ular well-being, the most practical plan of ordered 
freedom the world has yet developed. Why should 
not every citizen of America be grateful to his country ; 
why should he not love it, cherish it and be willing 
if need be to protect the institutions and laws which 
protect him? 

It is not usually true that the spirit of internation- 
alism is born of any real love of humanity in general. 
It is not that the internationalist loves his country 
more; only that he loves his own country less. 


This nation was not founded, it was not developed, 


it has not been defended by internationalists. It is 
a creation of patriots, but for whom the Republic 


would not have been born, and but for whom it would 
not have endured. 

Let no mollycoddle, no world gooder, no secret or 
open enemy of your country make you ashamed of your 
patrotism. Lincoln was not ashamed to be a patriot. 
Washington was not ashamed to fight for bis country. 
Besides these giants of our history these later day 
assailants of the love of country are intellectual and 
moral pygmies. When you are proud of your country, 
you stand in the company of all the men and women 
who have made this nation the land of liberty and of 
opportunity. 


You cannot bring about prosperity by 
discouraging thrift. You cannot strengthen 
the weak by weakening the strong. You 
cannot help the wage earner by pulling 


down the wage payer. You cannot further 
the brotherhood of man by encouraging class 
hatred. You cannot help the poor by des- 
troying the rich. You cannot build character 
and courage by taking away man’s initia- 
tive and independence. You cannot help 
men permanently by doing for them what 


they could and should do for themselves.

a Witness before a Congressional Committee established 
by documentary evidence a secret Red plan of seizure 
of our government, the training of Red secret forces 
for the attack, and the plans for its operation as a 
dictatorship. The exposure of the plot foiled the Reds 
immediate scheme. 

He identified Ed Klinger as one of those present 
at the rehearsal and quoted him as saying he wanted 
to be a Commissar with authority to condemn the 
party’s enemies. 

He named Nathan E. Caldwell, Jr., of Chicago, as 
a Communist and as the former secretary of the Mid- 
west Committee for Protection of Foreign Born. Cald- 
well was subpoenaed as a witness and invoked the Fifth 
Amendment when questioned about Czarnowski’s 
testimony. 

Another witness was Stephen Schemanske, of Dear- 
born, Mich., an undercover agent who testified he 
served on Communist Party committees with Saul 
Grossman, of Detroit, executive secretary of the Com- 
mittee for Protection of Foreign Born of Michigan. 
He pointed out Grossman in the crowded hearing room. 
Grossman called to the witness chair, invoked the 
Fifth Amendment. He refused to discuss Schemanske’s 
testimony. 

Mrs. Migon Peggy Wellman, also of Detroit, was 
identified by Schemanske as having a leading part in 
Communist activities. She refused to face him when 
asked if she could identify him. She faces deportation 
as an undesirable alien. 


Mrs. Tillie Carl Rogers, of Chicago, secretary of 
the Midwest Committee for the Protection of Foreign 
Born, and four Detroit residents connected with the 
Michigan Committee for Protection of Foreign Born— 
Rey. Charles A. Hill, negro and pastor of the Hart- 
ford Avenue Baptist Church; Mrs. Margaret Radulo- 
vich Fishman, Stanley Novak who has been ordered 
denaturalized, and Dolores Storich, were all sub- 
poenaed before the Committee and each invoked the 
Fifth Amendment. 

As the hearings drew to a close several members of 
the committee made statements as to the findings. 
Rep. Edwin Willis, Louisiana Democrat, said “Com- 
munist propaganda continues to flood the country 
through concealed Communists and through front or- 
ganizations.” Of the ‘Committee for Protection of 
Foreign Born, he said, that in many sections these 
Committees are “integral components of the parent 
committee.” He said “Testimony we have heard, to- 
gether with the documentary evidence unearthed by 
our investigations, prove conclusively and for the first 
time” that the regional organizations are tied in with 
the Communist Party of the United States. 

The Congressional Committee staff director Richard 
Arnes, said “The Communists have created 100 or- 
ganized fronts, and fronts in front of fronts, to combat 
the Smith Act, the McCarran-Walter Act, and other 
legislation on American security and the regulation of 
immigration. 


Two And Half Million Aliens Must File 


The Immigration and Naturalization Service of the 
U. 8. Department of Justice estimates that more than 
2,750,000 aliens will register and report their where- 
abouts during January. Every alien in the United 
States, with few exceptions, must report his current 
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Italian Communist Party Chairman Palmiro Togliatt, Re- 
elected as Party Head in Pro-Moscow Line Convention. 


address to the Service under the 1953 McCarran-Wal- 
ter Immigration and Nationality Act. 

This will be 150,000 more aliens than recorded their 
addresses one year ago, showing a trend toward in- 
creased immigration. The address report requirement 
applies to all aliens admitted for permanent residence 
who have not yet been naturalized. 

The law requires that each alien concerned must 
fill out an address report card at the local post office 
or nearest Immigration Service office, and return the 
card to the clerk. Willful violations of the law carry 
fines up to $200.00, imprisonment for thirty days and 
possible deportation. 

The recent decision to increase the number of Hun- 
garian refugees to be settled in the United States 
will greatly boost the number of aliens in the United 
States. There are some predictions that the total for 
this group alone may be as high as 70,000, or three 
times as great as President Eisenhower’s goal of 21,500. 
Secretary of Labor James Mitchell and AFL-CIO Presi- 
dent George Meany have said that the United States 
economy can possibly absorb 100,000 additional aliens 
without a severe strain. Others question this. 

Predictions that Communists and Red secret police 
operatives would attempt to sneak into the United 
States with Hungarian refugees has been borne out 
by statements by refugees arriving at Camp Kilmer,

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New Jersey. Several Red agents have been seized 
among Hungarian refugees in other countries. 


Janos Goebel, a former professor of physical educa- 
tion at the University of Miskole, told American au- 
thorities at Camp Kilmer that two secret Russian 
operatives were caught at Camp Roeder in Austria 
and found to be in possession of maps and plans to 
dynamite buildings at camp Kilmer. He stated that 
many of the refugees had agreed among themselves 
that it would not be too difficult for Red secret police 
to get into the United States as refugees to spy on 
others in the group or to do espionage in the United 
States. 


Former U. S. A. Unionist Asks Haven 


When bighearted Uncle Sam held his outstretched 
arms to Hungarian refugees, he did not expect to find 
among them former residents of this Country whom he 
had deported because of their subversive uctivities. 
This appears in substance to be what is happening 
in the case of John Santo, Romanian-born labor leader, 
who was formerly an official and an admitted Com- 
munist in New York City’s Transport Workers Union. 
Santo was deported as a subversive alien and went 
to Hungary where he became a top official of 
the Hungarian Communist government. Subsequently 
his American-born wife and their two children joined 
him in Hungary. Mrs. Santo has just returned from 
Vienna with his statement that Communist Hungary 
is “no place for an American woman,” and that she 
hopes her husband will be able to join her again in 
the United States. Michael J. Quill, left-winger boss 
of the Transport Union, has already indicated that 
his outfit is determined to help Santo find an asylum 
here. It is understood that Santo fled Hungary during 
the recent upheavel. 


According to reports reaching the United States, 
Santo claims to have now made a “clean break” with 
Communism, and is understood to want to return to 
the United States and urge his former fellow Com- 
munists in this country to abandon the Red Party. 


From Capitol Hill in Washington comes the strange 
report that the Senate Internal Security Committee 
intends to ask the Department of Justice to re-admit 
Santo to the United States under the parole section 
of the McCarran-Walter Act for questioning, the same 
provision under which Hungarian refugees are now 
being admitted. 


In admitting Santo to the United States, the De 
partment of Justice would be faced with the risk of 
finding another country that would accept Santo, 
should it desire to again rid our shores of his presence. 

The extent to which Santo would cooperate with 
the American authorities in exposing his former Com- 
munist associates in this country and reveal knowl- 
edge he possesses with respect to the international 
Red conspiracy if permitted to return to the United 
States is questionable. The government should go 
slow in readmitting Red aliens it has deported for a 
breach of their original entry and nationalization. 
Few believe Santo is so important that precedents 
should be broken in his behalf. 


Red Issue Among Unionists 


A labor union continues to qualify for benefits and 
use of the machinery of the National Labor Relations 
Board even though its officers have filed a false non- 
Communist oath, is another recent and curious ruling

of the U. S. Supreme Court, and this is a unanimous 
decision. 

The decision grew out of two cases involving union 
officials who allegedly filed false non-Communist af- 
fidavits. The one case involved Ben Gold, widely 
known for Red activities and former head of the In- 
ternational Fur and Leather Workers Union which 
has since been absorbed by the Amalgamated Meat 
Cutters and Butchers Workmen. The other involved 
Maurice Travis, former secretary-treasurer of the In- 
ternational Union of Mine, Mill and Smelter Workers. 
Both unions had previously been kicked out of the 
C1O in the parent union’s housecleaning of Reds on 
the heels of a series of Congressional disclosures about 
Red activities in the labor movement. 

Gold’s conviction for falsely swearing he was no 
longer a member of the Communist Party caused the 
lower court to deny use of Labor Board facilities to 
a branch of Gold’s union at the Lannom Manufacturing 
Company in Tullahoma, Tenn. 


The right of Travis’ Mine, Mill and Smelter union 
at the plant of the Precision Scientific Co. of Chicago 
was challenged on the basis of his affidavit. 

The high court decision now rules that the Taft- 
Hartley law provides penalties for union heads mak- 
ing false affidavits and that “we cannot find an ad- 
ditional sanction which in practical effect would run 
against members of the union.” 


A World Communist Society-Strategy and Tactic of Party 
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UNION DEFIES SENATE 


Meanwhile several labor union leaders were running 
afoul of the law in matters involving Communism. 

In Chicago John J. Killian, of Milwaukee, former 
executive board member of his local of the United 
Electrical Workers Union, was convicted of falsifying 
an affidavit claiming he had no Communist affiliation. 
Federal Judge W. G. Knoch imposed the maximum 
penalty of five years in the federal penitentiary. 

James J. Matles, organizational director of the 
left wing United Electrical Workers Union, was sen- 
tenced to three months in federal prison by Federal 
Judge Abruzzo in Brooklyn after he refused to permit 
a U. 8S. Attorney to swear him in for the purpose of 
taking a deposition. Matles was already facing de- 
naturalization proceedings. Twice he refused to be 
sworn and was held guilty in November. The original 
charge against the labor union official is that he swore 
falsely that he was not a member of an organization 
teaching the violent overthrow of the Government 
when he was naturalized in 1934. 

A false affidavit indictment has just been returned 
by a federal grand jury in Detroit against Bruno 
Maze, trustee in Detroit Local 771 of the United Auto 
Workers Union. The bill accuses Maze of falsely 
denying Communist Party membership in affidavits he 
filed with the National Labor Relations Board in 1952, 
1953 and 1954. The indictment contains six counts 
each punishable with maximum imprisonment of 5 
years and $10,000 fines. 

Ten union representatives of the International As- 
sociation of Machinists have been dropped from the 
union rolls as the result of a union investigation “into 
questions raised concerning the eligibility for mem- 
bership in the IAM of a number of individuals who 
have been prominent in the Communist-dominated 
UE.” 

The International Association of Machinists re- 
cently absorbed the United Electrical Workers Union, 
which has long been known for its Communist top- 
heaviness. 

The names were not disclosed in the report but it 
was learned five live in Ohio, three in Pennsylvania 
and one in Michigan and action is also contemplated 
against a number of other members about whom ques- 
tions have been raised since the inquiry started. 

Top officials of IAM pointed out that its constitu- 
tion bars membership to anyone who advocates or 
supports Communism, Fascism, or any other totali- 
tarian philosophy. 


Unionists Defy Senate Red Quiz 


Brazen Communist activity in Hawaii threatening 
“irretrievable disaster to the United States” was un- 
folded at hearings held in Honolulu by the United 
States Senate Internal Security Subcommittee, in- 
vestigating Red infiltration in the island territory. 

A parade of witnesses, both friendly and unfriendly, 
appeared before the committee as the committee went 
into the matter of subversion. Most of the unfriendly 
witnesses invoked the Fifth Amendment and blocked, 
as far as their information was concerned, efforts of 
the committee to get at the bottom of the Red con- 
spiracy. 

How the Communist machine has stepped up its 
propaganda activity in Hawaii, was revealed to the 
committee by Irving Fishman, a deputy customs of- 
ficial who revealed the results of a two-months spot 
check made of mail received in Honolulu which showed 
that nearly 2,500 pieces of Red-line literature had been 
poured into the Island during that period. This total 
represented a check made by inspectors of only 10%

of the incoming mail. Most of this propaganda litera- 
ture is coming into Honolulu from Red China and 
the Soviet Union, and praises the Red activities in 
both countries. The propaganda is spread chiefly 
among members of the local unions of Harry Bridges’ 
Longshore Union. In addition considerable Red prop- 
aganda is sent into Hawaii from Communist sources 
in California and New York. 

For the first time since its enactment, a Congres: 
sional committee has invoked the immunity law in an 
attempt to induce a reluctant witness to testify. Sen- 
ator Eastland made the offer to Steve Murin, business 
agent for the United Public Workers Union, if he 
would give “full and frank disclosures of Communist 
activities” in Hawaii. 

Major General Charles A. Willoughby, retired, for- 
mer Chief of Intelligence for General McArthur, in 
Washington meanwhile charged that Communist agents 
are working in Hawaii and appear to be using a well 
established pattern prevalent in Japan before and 
after World War II. 

Gen Willoughby said, “It begins with the formation 
of a labor syndicate with the hope of directing the 
activities of the nation’s workers.” He said that the 
next step is the infiltration of principal labor unions, 
and the General observed that these include chiefly 
shipping, power and railway groups. 

As the Senate Internal Security Committee opened

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its hearings, Harry Bridges’ International Longshore- 
men’s & Warehousemen’s Union called a protest meet 
ing with hundreds of his union members walking off 
the job, virtually paralyzing the Islands’ vital long- 
shore, sugar and pineapple industries. Many witnesses 
who subsequently appeared at the hearings testified 
that the I.L.W.U. carried on an extensive pro-Com- 
munist and anti-capitalist propaganda campaign in 
Hawaii, and that the 24,000 members in Hawaii played 
an important part in local political affairs. 


Among the witnesses were some twenty officials of 
Bridges’ union and their associates who refused to 
answer questions concerning Communist activities. 
In most instances they hid behind the Fifth Amend 
ment. Several witnesses who have been identified as 
former Communists appeared before the committee in 
executive session. 


Two Honolulu attorneys were identified during the 
hearings as former Communists. When they were 
called before the Committee they invoked the Fifth 
Amendment to duck telling about their previous or 
present affiliations. They are Myer C, Symonds and 
Harriet Bouslog. The committee’s counsel said he 
had sworn testimony that Symonds participated in 
sessions of a beginners’ class in the professional sec- 
tion of the Communist Party in San Franciseo in 1945 
and later was a director in a Red lawyers cell of 
that city. He said these same witnesses told the com- 
mittee that Mrs, Bouslog was known to have attended 
meetings of a Communist cell in Washington, D. C., 
after World War II. 

Territorial Senator Ben Dillingham told the com- 
mittee that “there isn’t a dictator anywhere in the 
world who has any more power” than union leader 
Harry Bridges has in Hawaii. He testified that the 
islands’ economy was “completely dependent on the 
whim” of Bridges. 


Among the Bridges stooges in the Longshoremen’s 
Union who were called to testify were Thomas Yagi 
who invoked the Fifth Amendment 64 times, and Frank 
Silva, a former I.L.W.U. business agent, also made 
abundant use of the Amendment. Robert McElrath, 
union publie relations director, used the Fifth Amend. 
ment 32 times, and Newton Miyagi 35 times, Ernest 
Arena and Joseph Kealalio, both business agents, 16 
times each. 


Communist School To Close Doors 


The Communists Jefferson School of Social Science, 
in New York City, which has been tagged a Commu 
nist front by several Congressional committees, by the 
Department of Justice, has announced that it will 
close its doors at the end of the present class terms. 
Shedding Red propaganda tears, the school’s Board of 
Trustees lamented the “unwarranted persecution” 
which it claims to have received at the hands of govern- 
ment agencies ferreting out subversive activities. The 
Board claims the U. S. A. government crackdown is 
chiefly responsible for the closing of the school. Some 
40,000 have attended the Communist school during its 
short existence, 


The Jefferson school first appeared on the Attorney 
General’s subversive list in 1947 after the illuminating 
testimony of Walter 8S. Steele, editor of Narronar Re- 
rustic, On April 22, 1953, Attorney General Herbert 


Brownell, Jr., filed a petition asking the Federal Sub- 
versive Activities Control Board to classify the Jef-

ferson school as a Communist front.

the Federal Board issued an order directing the Red 
school to register as a Communist front, and described 
the institution as follows: “Under rigid party control, 
it is utilized as the Communist Party’s principal train- 
ing ground for effective membership and leadership 
therein.” The Board of Trustees filed an appeal which 
is still pending. 


While claiming to interpret “Marxist socialist 
thought” in its curriculum, the school has carried on 
courses under such titles as the “Jim Crow System,” 
“The Soviet Union Today,” “Teen Agers and Their 
World,” and many subjects in which the Red and 
Moscow revolutionary line can be conveniently in- 
jected.

COMMUNIST MENACE ABROAD

Speculation running all the way from a brewing 
revolt of the masses in Russia, to the cracking up 
of the Red rule over the Iron Curtain countries, 
the overthrowing of Communism as a form of gov- 
ernment and the surrender of major principles by 
the Russian and Chinese dictators, for a move towards 
“free’’ Communism have been rife throughout the 
Western world during the past two months. 

Refugees, including those who have defected from 
the government ranks, who knew Communism at its 
worse and who are familiar with its history of tyrany 
and of the nature of the iron control the dictators 
have over the masses, are not quite so naive. They 
realize that while the new revolts are more militant 
than those that have occured in recent years, they 
are not as serious as many in previous history when 
the Red masters showed their teeth in full. 

Wishful thinking will not end Red tyrany. It may 
sooth the nerves of some who for reasons so strongly 
hope for relief from the slavery that any little re- 
laxation on the part of the dictators can be grabbed at 
as a possible change, but, history proves that the 
stronger the challenge grows from the masses to the 
Red rule, the more ruthless the Red rulers become. 

On the one hand the enslaved arise in an effort 
to throw off their chains and on the other hand the 
slave drivers crack their whip harder and harder 
to retain their position as masters. With the most 
modern weapons of warfare in their possession, 
thanks to the Red spies who freely operated within 
our government and defense plants and the aid we 
gave Russia, the unarmed masses, with their self- 
made Molotov bombs plus a few confiscated rifles, 
have little chance, even though determined to throw 
off their shackles, Possibly their nuisance can cause 
minor changes, but with the Red armed forces always 
near, there is little hope for the freedom they seek. 

Red Russia has withstood many uprisings through- 
out history, The Red dictators from Lenin down 
to Khrushchev have shown no concern over how 
defectionists are tamed, just so they are tamed. It 
can be by deportation to Siberian slave camps, death 
in the gas chamber, or just plain death before the 
crackings of machine guns. Millions have paid the 
price before. Millions will pay the price in future 
years. Unless arms equal to those of the Red army 
can be secretly placed in the hands of the under- 
ground of the discontented throughout Russia, the 
Iron Curtain, and Red China, the captives efforts will 
continue hopeless. An armed army of heathens can- 
not be overthrown by an unarmed determined 
people, in these days of scientifically improvised 
weapons of war. 

The outside world, though well armed, is con- 
cerned over the possibility of a Russian attack. What 
chance then have the unarmed subjected people with- 
in the Iron and Bamboo Curtains of freeing them- 
selves from the same tyrany? 

Thirty-nine years ago there were wishful thinkers 
who predicted that the Red tyrany could not exist 
for over five years. Such speculations have continued 
from year to year. Now 39 years of rule by butchery 
or threats of brutal liquidation, has maintained the 
Red beasts in power. Now they have, thanks to the 
New Deal’s diplomatic recognition of Russia in 1933 
and its defense of the Red brutal dictatorship in 1941 
and the secret Yalta and Pottsdam conferences of 
1945 when Russia’s occupation of the now Iron Cur- 
tain countries were authorized, enslaving in addition 


to the peoples of Russia, those 
of Bulgaria, Hungary, Ruman- 
ia, Czechoslovakia, Poland, 
East Germany, part of Finland, 
all of Litvia, Lithuiania, Es- 
tonia, China proper, North 
Korea, part of Indonesia and 
the Kuriles, control half the 
world’s population. 

Back in September this column mentioned the 
Belgrade pact entered into by Tito and Khrushchev. 
Among the declarations was that of concessions to 
the Iron Curtain countries and China, but not to 
the extent of wiping out either Communist control 
of the governments, or of freedom from Russian 
domination, but merely more economic freedom for 
the purpose of fooling the outside world into dropping 
the cold war against the Reds. They stated interna- 
tional tensions would be eased by the move, and 
inferred that the so-ealled “economic freedom” would 
permit Iron Curtain countries to accept aid from the 
non-Communist powers. Poland immediately moved 
for aid from the United States “without strings,” 
similar to aid given to Communist Yugoslovia. Now 
Red Hungary is dropping hints it too will accept 
American aid “without strings.” 

Aid to the governments of Poland and Hungary in 
the hopes of aiding the masses under the Red rule, 
merely alleviates the dictator of his economic troubles, 
and thereby furthers the length of Red rule, 

Russia is known to have forced the deportation 
of some 100,000 Hungarians and it is charged in 
France and Canada that some of the “escaped” are 
in fact Red agents posing as “‘escapees.’’ Russia is 
anxious to unload unlimited numbers of discontented 
Hungarian, Polish, Rumanian, Bulgarian and East 
Germans, and other troublesome elements, on 
the non-Communist countries to relieve the Reds 
of troublesome elements behind their own lines and 
also to reduce the number of people they have to 
feed or give work to. In this outward flow of ‘‘es- 
capees” now permitted by the Red border guards, 
Russia is said to be planting among them, Commu- 
nist agents who will be harbored by us as ‘‘refugees”’ 
and at the same time spy on our country if not com- 
mit sabotage for the Reds. Thats like digging our 
own graves and paying for our own funeral. 

But the big worry to non-Communist nations is 
that Reds as a rule concoct some incident to change 
the picture or subject when under severe pressure, 
so this could be another war. War overshadows all 
other news, consolidates foreign peoples behind the 
governments of their lands, secondly a government 
at war is excused in putting into effect war-time 
measures more severe than peace-time measures, can 
execute at will without criticism in the name of 
foreign agents and saboteurs, without the onus that 
goes with such butchery in peace-time, Its economy 
can be concentrated in the State and the Army be- 
comes the ruling power—partner of the ruler over the 
people. ‘‘Treason’’ becomes an excuse for punish- 
ment for any crime and the government can act 
without trials in Red countries and get by with it. 

In the cards at present is also the reformation of 
another Communist International, the Italian, Ameri- 
can, East German, Bulgarian and Yugoslavian Com- 
munists have issued recent demands for immediate 
action in recementing the Parties of the world through 
such a force as existed prior to World War II.

Communists To Proclaim New Line 


The Federal Subversive Activities Control Board 
has once again ruled that the Communist Party is a 
-tool of the Moscow government and as such is re 
quired by Federal Law to register with the Department 
of Justice, listing its membership and financial data. 
The Communist Party is again expected to appeal the 
decision, a means of evasion of the law. 

Earlier the Supreme Court had sent the case back 
to the Federal Board for further consideration to 
insure the action had not been based on “tainted” 
evidence. 

There are indications that Communists in the United 
States are placing hopes on their “new” Red Consti- 
tution, to be considered early in 1957, as a means of 
further hampering the Department of Justice in en- 
forcing the Federal regulation against it as an agent 
of a foreign power. 

The Red proposed new Party constitution is slanted 
to indicate that a new line is to be followed and to 
pose that it has divorced itself from the Moscow re- 
gime. 


Teacher Sentenced For 
Contempt Of Congress 


A fine of $1,000 and a three month prison sentence, 
which was suspended, has been handed Mrs. Goldie 
Watson, Philadelphia school teacher who has been 
found guilty of contempt of Congress. Mrs. Watson, a 
Negro, taught school for 23 years and lost her job 
after she appeared before the House Committee on 
Un-American Activties in 1954. At that time she 
refused to say whether she was a Communist. 

She was given a trial nearly a year ago and her 
case has been under advisement since that time. 


Justice Lectures, Jails Red Scientist 


Young scientists who yield to Communist propa- 
ganda were sharply rebuked by Federal Judge Holt- 
zoff in a contempt of Congress case in Washington. 
The judge’s statement was made during his sentencing 
of 27year-old Bernard Deutch of the University of 
Pennsylvania who was ordered jailed for ninety days 
for refusing to answer questions put to him by the 
House Committee on Un-American Activties. The 
physicist admitted that he was a member of the Com- 
munist Party while a student at Cornell University 
between 1947 and 1953, but he openly defied the Con- 
gressional Committee when asked to name those as- 
sociated with him in Party activities. 

Before sentencing Deutch, Judge Holtzoff gave him 
an opportunity to answer the questions put to him by 
the Congressional Committee, advising the defendant 
that a witness has the same duty to give testimony 
before a Congressional Committee as he has in court, 
commenting, “Otherwise a state of anarchy and chaos” 
would result. 

During the hearing Judge Holtzoff observed that 
the minds of younger “theoretical” scientists “have 
become fertile field for Communist propaganda.” The 
Judge observed that this is “very serious because a 
brilliant man with subversive instincts is potentially 
more harmful than an ignorant man.” He observed

that the plea of some former Communists that they 
were “children of the depression” did not apply to 
such persons as young as the defendant. He declared 
that too many young scientists have not been given 
“ a proper cultural background” and show an “abysmal 
ignorance” of history, economics and other studies. 

Judge Holtzoff said: “From evidence admitted in 
other cases that have come before the court, the court 
has gleamed the inference that the younger generation 
of pure scientists specifically engaging in research in 
physics has succumbed to Communist propaganda.” 
At about the same time it was disclosed that former 
Professor O. 8. Makar, St. Louis University scientist, 
who had access to nuclear secrets in this country has 
reached Russia and renounced his American citizen- 
ship. 

Charles C, Price, head of the chemistry department 
of the same University of Pennsylvania and Chairman 
of the Federation of American Scientists, challenged 
Judge Holtzoff’s statement quoted above that too many 
young scientists have “succumbed to Communist prop- 
aganda.” 


Stolen Loot Circulated By Russia 


A shrewd move on the part of Russian Red interests 
to cash in a half billion dollars worth of looted Ger- 
man bonds has been blocked by the German-American 
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DANGER OF COMMUNISM 


Monetary Board in New York City. The Reds 
stole the bonds from Berlin bank vaults in 1945 and 
obviously hoped to turn them into American dollars 
to be spent in this country. Illegal holders of the 
bonds are being denied any benefit of the principal 
amount, it has been disclosed by the Validation Board 
in its annual report. The board was created by the 
London Debt Agreement in 1953 and its expenses 
paid for by the Germans. 


Broyles Law Held Constitutional 


The Supreme Court of the State of Illinois has 
ruled that it is constitutional to require all public 
employees, paid from state tax funds, to take a loyalty 
oath as a condition of their employment. 


The law in question was introduced by State Senator 
Broyles which was passed by the state legislature in 
1955 and which has been bucked by liberal and left- 
wing teachers. 


The actual appeal was brought by three teachers— 
Shirley Lens, Sara Pickus and Albert Soglin, all en- 
gaged in teaching in schools in Chicago. The suit in 
behalf of Mrs. Lens was carried out by the American 
Civil Liberties Union. 

The court held that “The law is obviously a reason- 
able means of accomplishing its purpose of eliminating 
Communists and other subversive persons from public 
employment. We conclude that it does not violate 
the due process of law.” 


The Illinois law requires teachers, state employees 
and other tax-paid public workers to sign an oath 
that they are not Communist and do not belong to 
organizations which seek to overthrow the government 
by force, violence or other unlawful means. 

The three Chicago teachers had refused to sign the 
oath and they were refused their pay. 

The law excludes employees of city, village and 
county payrolis. 


One-Man Influence Danger Exhibited 


Shortly prior to the adjournment of Congress Sen. 
James O. Eastland (D., Miss.), chairman of the Sen- 
ate Internal Security Committee made special refer- 
ence to the testimony of Fred Myers as an example of 
the evidence that the Communists wield a power far 
greater than their numbers would indicate. 

He said, “The career of this man is thought provok- 
ing to say the least. He told us that in the battle 
for control of the American Newspaper Guild in the 
late 1930’s he aligned himself with a group of Guild 
members which was Communist-led. He made the 
excuse for his alignment that the Communists were 
active and effective organizers. With this support 
Myers became chairman of the Guild Unit of the New 
York Mirror, was a delegate to the national conven- 
tion of the Guild at St. Louis in 1935, and was editor 
of the Guild’s official publication, The Guild Reporter. 
All three were positions of high influence.” 

He said the record shows beyond contradiction 
“that Myers used the Guild Reporter to further the 
Communist ...” Furthermore Myers used the Guild 
publication to promote the 1941 campaign of the 
American Peace Mobilization, cited by the Attorney 
General as a Communist front. 

The Senator related that Myers became public rela- 
tions man for the American Society for Russian Re- 
lief; executive secretary of the American-Soviet In- 
stitute, also cited as subversive; then a free lance 
writer for “Readers Scope,” a magazine which the 


California Committee on Un-American Activities said 
operated within the Red system; then became editor 
of the American Humane Society organ and subse- 
quently founded a rival organization. 


Sen. Eastland observed that this man “apparently 
has had the confidence of Communist leaders over 
many years and has received favors at their hands 
and lucrative employment with their support. He 
has held positions where he could be of great help to 
the Communist cause. He sought to improve his 
position in a 3” billion dollar business, has had ac- 
quaintance with thousands of persons who were mem- 
bers of the societies he directed and had contacts with 
hundreds of thousands of others who belonged to so- 
cieties which looked to him for guidance.” 


The case of Myers is not an isolated one. There 
are many such individuals planted in key positions 
as agents of the Communists or who foster their own 
selfish interests by playing their puppets. 


Red Caught With Secret Orders 


It is charged that deportee Irving Potash reportedly 
was “carrying secret orders to Red leaders in the 
United States and possibly other countries” when he 
slipped back into the United States recently. 

A Communist Party spokesman promptly disputed 
the report, calling it “a crafty smear” planted by the 
FBI. 

Potash, one of 11 top Communists convicted in 1949 
of conspiracy to teach and advocate violent overthrow 
of the government, was deported to Poland in 1955. 
After serving 3% years in prison. 

He was arrested in a bronxville, N. Y., restaurant 
Friday night, charged with returning to this country 
illegally. 

The Herald-Tribune said the FBI neither confirmed 
nor denied the report Potash was a Red courier. 
The story added: 

“The orders Potash carried were of such top priority 
urgency that they could be trusted only to a reliable 
party member, which is believed to be the reason he 
was picked to risk almost certain arrest—which fol- 
lowed quickly—on his return to the United States. 


Red Unionist Indicted 


Atty. Gen. Brownell has announced that a Federal 
Grand Jury in Cleveland has indicted Marie Reed 
Heug and Fred Heug, her husband, on charges of 
falsely denying membership in the Communist Party. 

The denials were made in affidavits filed with the 
National Labor Relations Board (NLRB) under the 
Labor-Management Relations Act. 

Brownell said the indictment charges that Mrs. 
Heug, formerly -secretary-treasurer of District 7 of 
the Indenpendent United Electrical Radio and Machine 
Workers of America (UE), made the alleged false 
denials in an affidavit Jan. 24, 1952. 

It also alleged, the Justice Department said, that 
Fred Heug, formerly president of Local 715 of the 
Independent International Union of Mine Mill and 
Smelter Workers and former organizer of UE, “made 
some false denials in an affidavit executed Jan, 10, 
1952.” 

The Justice Department said Mrs. Heug was born 
June 4, 1914, at New Haven, Conn., was graduated in 
1935 from Vassar College and has been active in the 
UE in Cleveland since late 1943. 

It added that her husband, born in New York City 
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Feb, 21, 1905, has been active in the 
union labor movement for the last 25 
years, 

Mrs. Heug lost her jobs as secretary- 
treasurer of District 7 (Ohio) of the UE 
and as business agent of the UE Local 
735 in Celeveland late last year when the 
UE was absorbed by the International 
Assn. of Machinists. 

At Cleveland the Grand Jury still was 
in session when the announcement of the 
indictments was made.

experts expect a $46 billion rate of con- 
struction for 1957, Part of that rise, 
naturally, is represented in price rises, not 
necessarily an increase in housing units. 

Just the mention of education starts a 
chain of reaction in America that is ter- 
rific. The new school construction will 
run into billions of dollars in 1957, The 
price tag is placed at $40 billion. 

Much of that money will go into steel, 
but carpenters also, and bricklayers, plumb- 
ers, masons, architects, real estate brokers, 
construction workers, even the advertising 
men, will get some of it. 

As they tell you in the Commerce De- 
partment, everything in the way of pros- 
perity for 1957 will depend on the avail- 
ability of material. 

If there is a war—and that, of course, 
is a possibility—the demand for material 
would be greater than in peacetime. What 
then? 

Last year 1,100,000 new homes came 
into being. This year the number will 
be short by 100,000. 

Textiles suffered quite a bit last year 
and will probably have more trouble this 
year. Cottons and some of the rayons 
may also suffer. Wool, with production 
capacity decreasing, is off-setting that by 
advanced prices, the old story of money 
talking 

Home appliances is where the bolt of 
prosperity most likely will hit. As the 
experts in Commerce put it, Americans go 
for gadgets. 

To take care of this demand, billions 
of dollars are being spent for plant ex- 
pansion programs, 

Yet the automobile industry will not— 
it is believed—break the 1955 record when 
there were more cars made and sold than 
at any other time in the history of the 
nation 

There is a reason for this: The auto- 
mobile manufacturers stated the past year 
that they would go all out in 1957 to 
beat the record of 1956—and that they 
will do, undoubtedly. But they will not 
touch the figures that label the year 1955, 


their best. And here is the reason. It 
goes back to the days of high priced 
steaks in America. Everybody wanted 


steaks but the price ran so high that the 
housewives had to turn thumbs down on 
steaks—and steaks went a-begging. The 


same thing can happen to automobiles in 
the year 1957. Priced too high because 
of high wages and less working week hours 
and high priced steel they too, may re- 
main in the sales rooms. 

When Americans go on a buyers strike 
it’s just too bad for the sellers, There 
was a strike against high priced steaks. 
There can also be a buyers strike against 
high priced automobiles. 

Leading to such a situation would be 
the high cost of living, going higher each 
month, due to increased wages and less 
working hours, and higher taxes. There 
is one certainly all agree upon, the cost 
of living will go higher in 1957. It has 
to, if the farmers are to get higher prices 
for their products and if labor unions 
continue wage raises, and the government 
continues to spend and increase taxes. 
This means an ever increasing price spiral. 
Labor, having to pay more for foodstuffs, 
demand higher wages. Farmers paying 
higher prices and professionals hit harder. 
Then .. . and we're all on the merry-go- 
round. 

The 35-hour week is now being advocated 
for government workers and by industrial 
unionist, and from there it will branch 
out until it encompasses all industry and 
eventually end up with demands for a 
30- or even 25-hour week in 1958—this 
is about the only thing on which the 
‘gamblers will give odds.

personal affiliation with the Moscow ap- 
paratus to control world shipping was 
not documented by the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities until mid-1954. 

Patrick Walsh, long a Kremlin operative 
in Canada, the U. S., France, Britain, and 
Italy, identified Harry Bridges as an ac- 
tive vice-president of the Cominform mari- 
time apparatus. 

“At that time (1947) Harry Bridges 
was trying very hard to get a passport 
to come to Europe, because he was known 
as one of the top leaders of the maritime 
section of the Cominform: Efforts were 
being made to have Harry Bridges come 
to this meeting (in Genoa) and to other 
subsequent meetings which were held in 
Marseilles, and in Warsaw.” (Hearings, 
p. 2377.) 

In 1949 the Senate Interior Committee’s 
report likewise linked Harry Bridges di- 
rectly with Moscow, (report, p. 12). 

“The Communist International main- 
tains a special agency to distribute Mos- 
cow decisions and orders to the 67 nation- 
wide Communist Parties throughout the 
world. The annual report of the agitation 


and propaganda department reveals that 
during June 1945 Moscow supplied cable 
and wireless news daily to twenty-nine 
Communist publications in the U. S. A. 
One of these was the California Labor 
Herald, 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San 
Francisco, This publication is the official 
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organ and mouthpiece of Harry Bridges 
and the ILWU. It gets its news prepaid 
and free from Moscow.” 

This, then, is the unhappy posture of 
affairs in the vital strategic area of the 
Hawaiian Islands today. Reports from 
the House Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities establish that Hawaii has been of 
special interest to the Moscow conspirators 
since July, 1928. Perhaps the time has 
come to review the recommendations pre- 
sented by the Senate Interior Committee 
in June 1949. Those recommendations 
still ring with patriotic authority. They 
urged: 

“That the Territorial Government of Ha- 
waii be encouraged to take positive steps, 
within the scope of its authority, to sup- 
press unlawful Communistic activities: 

“That the Executive Branch of the Fed- 
eral Government, through the Department 
of Justice, take immediate steps to prose- 
cute lawless Communism in the Territory, 
and to protect from force and violence 
those who honestly seek to support and 
strengthen orderly constitutional govern- 
ment: 

“That the Congress take cognizance of 
the very serious economic problems which 
confront Hawaii as a result of the activi- 
ties of the Communist-dominated ILWU, 
and immediately enact remedial legislation.” 

Nothing that has happened in Hawaii 
since this report was published, on June 
21, 1949, has detracted a jot or tittle from 
its tragic validity and  statesman-like 
clarity.

to help NATO has been long delayed. Of 
course, the partition of Germany through 
the Truman agreement at Potsdam has 
been the chief deterrent of unification. It 
stands with the support of the Soviet 
enemies and there seems to be no authority 
short of a successful war that can unite 
the German people. The Soviet shrewdly 
throws favors to Poland, possibly because 
these favors are cheap and may lull the 
Poles into tacit acceptance of their pup- 
petry; but if the Polish masses should 
once begin a real revolt like that of the 
Hungarians, there need be no doubt that 
the massacre of Poles under Soviet con- 
trol would further horrify mankind. 

The Soviet-Polish situation is fragile 
at best, and is subject to rupture when- 
ever the great population under Soviet 
domination cares and dares to revolt. Such 
a Polish revolt upon the heels of the Hun- 
garian revolt might be the signal for a 
spontaneous uprising everywhere behind 
the Iron and Bamboo Curtains. Such a 
joint universal uprising could set the Red 
dictators’ war plans back a decade. 

Finally, will Americans in Congress sub- 
stantially agree upon the foreign program 
proposed by the President? At this time 
this appears to be the attitude of leaders 
of both parties. Democrats of the filibuster- 
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demagogue type may fish for publicity, 
but a majority in both parties may be ex- 
pected to approve of the Administration 
program. Enormous appropriations are 
proposed, but the revenues should be heavy 
also, and retrenchment in government busi- 
ness enterprises is the rule. With a cold- 
blooded sense of duty, Congress is likely 
to cooperate with foreign allies and to 
provide adequately for our own nation’s 
defense.

“and reverently invoking for my guidance 
the direction and favor of Almighty God.” 

After the death of McKinley, the first 
official act of Theodore Roosevelt, one of 
the most colorful president’s of the United 
States, was to issue a proclamation to 
set aside September 19, 1901, to honor 
McKinley. In this proclamation he said: 
“IT earnestly recommend all the people 
. . . to bow down in submission to the will 
of Almighty God.” 

About for years later he opened his 
inaugural address by declaring: “No people 
on earth have more to be thankful than 
ours . . . with gratitude to the Giver of 
Good who has blessed us.” 

Upon assuming the presidency Taft 
simply said that he invokes “the aid of 
the Almighty God in the discharge of my 
responsible duties.” 

After: being sworn in Woodrow Wilson 
said: “I summon all . . . to my side, God 
helping me, I will not fail them.” And 
in his second inaugural address he said: 
“I pray God I may be given the wisdom 
and prudence to do my duty in the true 
spirit of this great people.” 

Harding, the newspaperman and _poli- 
tician, after taking his oath of office said: 
“I... implore the favor and guidance of 
God in Heaven.” 

Coolidge in his inaugural address ex- 
pressed the belief that “America seeks no 
earthly empire built on blood and force 
. . . She seeks the allegiance of all man- 
kind . . . of divine origin, She cherishes 
no purpose save to merit the favor of 
Almighty God.” 

Hoover, the engineer and humanitarian 
made this observation: “I assume this 
trust in the humility of knowledge that 
only through the guidance of Almighty 
Providence can I hope to discharge its 
ever increasing burdens.” 

Franklin D. Roosevelt in his first presi- 
dential address said that “we humbly ask 
the blessing of God.” In his second in- 
augural he said he would seek “Divine 
guidance.” In the beginning of this third 
term he declared that “we go forward... 
by the will of God.” And in his fourth 
inaugural address he said: “We pray to 
Him now for the vision to see for our- 
selves and for all our fellowmen . . . and 
to the achievement of His will to peace 
on earth.” 

After the death of Franklin D. Roose- 


velt, in his first address to Congress, Tru- 
man said: “I ask only to be a good and 
faithful servant of my Lord and my peo- 
ple.” And at the beginning of his next 
term he declared: “Steadfast in our faith 
in the Almighty, we will advance toward 
where man’s freedom is secure . . . With 
God’s help, the future of mankind will be 
assured and in a word of justice, harmony 
and peace.” 


General Eisenhower after taking oath of 
office first delivered himself of a personal 
prayer. And in concluding his inaugural 
address he made an appeal for measures 
which would make for world peace. This 
he concluded with the observation: “This 
is the work that awaits us all, to be done 
with bravery, with charity, and with a 
prayer to God.” 


From these presidential expressions it 
becomes clear that our country was found- 
ed upon, and has grown to great stature 
because of. its reliance on God.

that third parties receive little support. 

There have always been such active ele- 
ments among us, but when their wares have 
been tested directly at the polls, in the 
absence of other issues overshadowing 
their so-called “social changes,” the Ameri- 
can people have voted them down de- 
cisively. Only in emergencies, manufac- 
tured or real, have the voters permitted 
experimentations with the dynamos of 
the American system of government and 
our economies. 

One will recall that there were clamors 
for change during the Administration of 
George Washington, before the ink had 
hardly dried on the signatures to the Con- 
stitution; and during the Administrations 
of over half the Presidents who have 
served the nation. The drastic changes 
that have been advocated and pushed have 
been for the most part turned down even 
when Constitutional amendments have 
been attempted. The effort to permanent- 
ly regiment America through the A.A.A. 
and the N.R.A. and that of packing of 
the Supreme Court was defeated through 
American voter reaction. Finally, to 
further safeguard themselves and their 
country, the people ratified an amendment 
which prohibits an Executive from main- 
taining a prolonged hold on the country 
by limiting the presidential office to two 
terms. 

Teddy Roosevelt tried to “liberalize” 
the Republican Party and demanded a 
third term in an effort to carry on the 
battle. He was refused the nomination 
and ran on a third party ticket, and as a 
result the Republicans went down to de- 
feat but his own vote was only 7,200,000, 
although he had been very popular under 
the conservative Republican banner and 
as an Army hero. Hiram Johnson, Robert 
LaFollette, George Norris, William E. 
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Borah and other prominent Republicans 
also attempted to take over and make 
over the Party, but without avail. Wen- 
dell Willkie barnstormed a national con- 
vention into nominating him, but was de- 
feated at the polls, along with his “liberal” 
views. Truman was turned down after 
serving a part of one term and one full 
term. Adlai Stevenson, the “liberal’? Dem- 
ocrat, twice nominated Democrat candi- 
date for President, was defeated both 
times decisively. These each had designs 
to remake their respective political parties. 

The greater number of the American 
people are conservative. They have wit- 
nessed Europe and Asia sway with the 
winds of Socialism of varying degrees 
through “liberal” party leaders, They have 
seen our own stabilized government re- 
main the bulwark in the fall of govern- 
ments caused by the Pied Piper sways of 
political opinions, The heart of America 
remains sound, Hoffman to the contrary, 
even though he implies that the popularity 
of President Eisenhower offers the chance 
for further “liberalization” of the Repub- 
lican Party. 

The Democrat Party has claimed a 
copyright on “liberalism,” but it has not 
been able to cash in on it with the voters, 
except under concocted “emergencies.” 
The majority of the American voters are 
sound, not dreamers, not gamblers with 
their future. 

The recent decision of the voters was 
more than an expression of popularity ot 
one man—Dwight D. Eisenhower. It was 
an expression, as well, of the unpopularity 
of his opponent—Adlai Stevenson, and of 
the so-called “liberal” program he, the 
“liberal,” offered. The people do not 
want to “me-too” Party. With the coun- 
try tree of the war emergency and out of 
economic difficulty, it is evident that the 
majority will continue to elect conserva- 
tives to office. 

Most Americans recognize both stan- 
dards and limitations, They respect law, 
including natural law, because there can 
be no order of any kind without law. Law 
imposes some restrictions which conserva- 
tives accept as a rule of reason. They 
weigh the present against the past and the 
future against the present before accept- 
ing a change. They do not advocate 
change merely to be classified as being 
different. They propose and _ accept 
changes for the betterment of the country, 
and in so doing they deliberate first the 
departure from the past and their effects 
on the present and the future. Radicals 
propose change to be known as “liberal” 
and progressive.” They willingly disre- 
gard the fruits of the past and gamble 
on the effects to the future. They do not 
solemnly deliberate; they barnstorm for 
immediate action. They would make over 
America to bring a change from the past, 
not particularly because of greater bene- 
fits and security for the future on which 
they would gamble. They are “nervous 
Nannys,” never stabilized, never contented.

After the Czar’s quiet, willing abdica- 
tion, with no bloodshed, elections of dele- 
gates to “The Constituent Assembly” 
(Congress) were held in 1917, and 75 per 
cent of all votes went against Lenin’s 
Bolsheviks. 

So Latvian military and Mongols from 
China were imported to machine-gun duly 
elected members of the Assembly and 
elected Duma officials. 

Novelist Gorki wrote: “Yesterday the 
streets of Moscow and Petrograd resounded 
with shouts of ‘Long Live the Constituent 
Assembly.” For giving vent (to this) 
these peaceful paraders were shot down by 
the (Lenin’s) Peoples’ Government.” 

Soon after, Gorki grew deathly ill and 
was murdered secretly by Cheka agents. 

Look at the Red Krasnaya Gazette, an 
official Communist organ, for Sept. 1, 1918, 
and read: 

“Let Us Murder by the Thousands .. . 

“Let Our Enemies Choke In Their Own 
Blood... 

“Kill as Many as We Can... 

“For every one of our heads, they have 
to pay thousands of their heads.” 

Professor Sorokin, once of Petrograd 
University, now of Harvard, estimated 
from Russian records the 1917-1921 Com- 
munist executions of anti-Red Russians 
totaled: Teachers, 6,000; physicians, 9,000; 
policemen, 70,000; land owners, 12,950; 
workers, 193,280; peasants, 815,000; edu- 
cated people, 355,000. 

These were only the officially “recorded 
executions,” but Communist murder gangs 
roamed the roads, killing and plundering, 
and rapeing women and girls, and kidnap- 
ping at will, There was no law or order. 

Other expert reports showed Communist 
executions as follows, many of which were 
not officially recorded: 

2,000,000 Russian citizens from 1917- 
1920. 

120,000 official executions in 3 months 
in the Crimea area only. 

600,000 murdered by Cheka without 
trial, 1917-22. 

. 3,500 shot in Lubyanka Prison, for 
threats at Lenin; no trials, 

3,500,000 officially killed by the govern- 
ment, 1917-23. 

Let’s look casually at some American 
newspaper headlines: 

“Thousands Purged by Red Russia for 
Fraud.” 

“Communism Purging ‘Tepid’ Reds to 
Let in New Blood.” 

“Russian General Among 79 in Purge.” 

“Russia Combats Fear by ‘Purge of 
Purgers’.” 

“Liquidating Soviet Old Guard” (Lenin’s 


Gang). 
“Great Purge in The Far East.” 


“Soviet Purges Strike Terror as Fami- 
lies Break Up.” 

“Many in Leningrad Executed or De- 
ported.” 

Duranty’s story from Moscow in N., Y. 
Times, 1933, reads: “Fear Purge May 
Rival 1921 in Severity”—“Announcement 
of a purging or ‘cleansing’ . . . reminiscent 
of 1921 when Lenin weeded out 59 per 
cent of the Party membership . . . Party 
membership is a duty not a privilege, re- 
quiring 100 per cent devotion and sacrifice, 
including life itself, when needed. 

“There was a 1929 purging when mem- 
bership was 1,750,000 . . . The coming 
purge of the Party’s 3,000,000 members 
will be hard on backsliders and wavers of 
the Five Year Plan. 


“This cleansing is grim business. Many 
were expelled in 1921 on religious grounds; 
for marrying in church; for baptising chil- 
dren; or allowing family to attend church; 
or luxurious eating and drinking; or moral 
laxity. Now doctrinal ignorance and ideo- 
logical uncertainty will trap many .. .” 

“Stalin Says Purge Didn’t Hurt Soviets.” 

“White Russian Chief A Suicide.” 

“All Russians Live in Fear—People of 
All Classes on Edge.” 


During 1922, leading people of old Rus- 
sian civilization were systematically “weed- 
ed out” (murdered, exiled, kidnapped, 
starved or beaten to death in prisons), 
labeled for cause “bourgeoisie, intelligentsia, 
clergy and aristocracy.” In other words 
Bolsheviks continued their 1917-18-19 
habits of “blowing out the best brains.” 

1928 the first big trial with faked self- 
confessions occured for liquidating 53 en- 
gineers and technicians of the Shakhty 
Coal Mines. All but a few “confessed” 
to wild improbable “plots” against the 
government. Those who flunked the 
“exams” were quickly killed and medical 
methods were used subsequently to make 
sure all the accused testified as planned 
by the Communist prosecutors, 

By 1928, Lenin’s right-hand-military- 
commander, Leon Bronstein called Trotsky, 
had been exiled and condemned to death, 
leaving Stalin in undisputed power as Dic- 
tator of all the “Democrats.” A clever 
Stalin plot later put Trotsky to death 
with a pick-axe buried in his skull. 

Stalin’s bureaucrat friend, S. M. Kirov, 
was shot by a fellow-Red, and the Krem- 
lin’s anger took heavy toll, murdering 14 
“conspirators” in prison without any trial, 
adding 104 “White Guards” later. 

1937, Marshall Tukhachevsky, head of 
the whole Red Army, with 9 generals, was 
arrested, charged with spying for aliens, 
and executed the very next day. 

1938—the last of Lenin’s Old Guard 
was liquidated, They were headed by such 
outstanding celebrities as Bukharin, drafter 
of the 1936 Constitution, and Ex-Premier 
Rykov; Party Secretary Krestinky and 
GPU Chief Yagoda, the secret service di- 
rector who had himself “liquidated” mil- 
lions of others via Lenins order. 
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History was then altered in all text- 
books to show that all in Lenin’s politburo 
had been guilty of anti-Russian plots, ex- 
cept Stalin himself. 

1939—Voroshilov’s Red Army defeated 
and captured 200,000 army Poles. All 
officers, 10,000 or more, were shot in the 
head and piled in a mile-long mass grave 
at Katyn Forest. Moscow denied the 
murders, blamed the “disappearance” on 
Hitelrites, and confessed, only after the 
International Red Cross exposed the facts. 

Thousands of Latvian, Esthonians and 
Lithuanians were murdered, raped, or 
driven by foot into Russia in 1940, Es- 
capees estimate that over 2,000 Latvians 
were forced to walk from Latvia to Rus- 
sians prison camps, and that over 7,000 
Latvian youth (2 to 14), were torn from 
their mothers arms, herded in cattle cars 
and shipped to Russia, starving and freez- 
ing to death en route as the cars were left 
on a side track and forgotten. Estimates 
upwards of 100,000 Baltic objectors to Red 
rule were sent to Siberian slave camps, 
to labor and die. 


Moscow violated some 30 government 
treaties with the three Baltic States, set 
up stooge governments, and “incorporated” 
three new peoples and countries, against 
the bitterest, if feeble, opposition and 
137,000 objectors were sent to Siberian 
prison camps. 

1941—2,000,000 Ukrainians gladly sur- 
rendered to Hitler’s “Liberation Army,” 
in four months time, as opportunity came. 
Khrushchev blames that on Stalin, though 
he himself was in charge of those areas. 

Vishinski, Malik and other UN orators 
were leaders in the secret drive to take 
over Greece and the Dardannelles and 
Hellespont during 1945-46 when 22,000 
Greeks, mostly women and children, were 
sacrificed, and over 1,000 towns and vil- 
leges pillaged, before the Truman Doc- 
trine’s “aid” rescued them all in 1947. 

1947—Take overs in Poland and Hun- 
gary occured with infiltrated government 
officials leading purges and through Red 
Army terror. Peasant Party leaders were 
seized and murdered. Several hundred 
thousand members were corraled in jails or 
prison camps. The Kremlin announced: 
“The Government will not allow these 
elections to be lost.” 

So Commy minorities triumphed. Re- 
ligion was banned, Churches were closed. 
Free labor unions disbanded, wages 
abolished, profits forbidden. All business 
paid tribute, and Red outsiders turned 
everything topsy-turvy, leaving nothing 
and nobody as it had been. 

1953—Red Army guns quelled East 
Germany’s worker riots in June killing 
600 and wounding 1,800. 

1953, December, Lavrenti Beria, power- 
ful chief of all police work, was reportedly 
suddenly seized and shot (actually chocked 
to death). Khrushchev smiled and boasted 
over that “easy” out and 2,000 Beria men 
were erased from view. 
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Communists are going through their frequent gira- 
tions, this time preliminary to their national con- 
vention scheduled for February 9-12 in New York 
City. 

In its earlier pre-convention session anotlier change 
in name was proposed in the hope of fumigating the 
Party that “smells to Moscow” and which is over- 
flowing with Marxist-Leninist-Stalinist and Khrush- 
chev microscopic scum, The meeting was attended 
by top Party bosses, those who pull the strings and 
foresee themselves as the “Collective Dictators’’ of 
the American ‘“Proletariat’’ government once the 
revolution is over. After more sober (non-vodka) 
deliberation, it was decided that a mere change in 
name would not suffice as another mask, so a change 
in name, so prevalent in Red ranks among individuals, 
organizations and committees, will now be forgotten. 

The ‘“‘new democratic’’ Communist Party will be 
as usual limited as to its membership, rights and 
“privileges of freedom” within the ranks. “Demo 
cratization’’ of the Party is an admission that dicta- 
torial Party rule has been the past practice, even 
though denied. “‘Cultism’’ (Stalin ‘‘cultism’’) is to be 
erased, but not Foster-Dennis ‘‘cultism.’’ Communism 
as an organization or a government, must have brute 
(rough and ready) dictators to rule, or it falls apart. 

The revised constitution of the Communist Party 
will chart a new “American road to Socialism,”’ 
seeking stronger alliances (inroads) with labor 
Negroes and foreign-born. 

Either the allotment of delegates to the Communist 
Party convention is a false setup, or the Federal 
Government is misjudging the size of the membership, 
which would on the basis of the delegate allotment 
to districts and sections, indicate a much greater 
number of Communist Party members than even 
the FBI with its secret agents therein, have estimated 

The delegates to the convention are two to each 
Party section of 50 or less, 3 to each 100 to 600 and 
2 for each 100 to 600 over the first 600. These, 
the National Committee of the Communist Party de- 
signate, must be members whose dues have been paid 
up to time of the convention, If there are sections and 
districts having upwards of 1,200 paid up members, 
then the national estimate, including Hawaii, Alaska 
and Cuba, must be greater than the government 
thinks it to be. 

The Party will meet for three days, and in two 
secsions within those three days. In an attempt to 
legalize the movement within the scope of present 
United States laws, the Party will declare against 
“plotting” for the overthrow of our government, yet 
declaring itself as an advocate of the Lenin-Marxist 
form of government and in the attainment of that 
goal, Of course Lenin seized the Russian govern- 
ment by force and violence, and was the first to 
initiate the world-wide Communist International with 
sections in other countries, and to declare wir against 
all non-Communist forms of government. Lots of 
hogwash will be paraded by the Red conventionists. 
such as anti-imperialism, anti-colonialism, anti-dis 
crimination, anti- monopolism, and the like. It will 
claim devotion to Jefferson and Lincoln, but in the 
same paragraph repledge its cleavage to Marxism 
and Leninism. It will condemn Russia’s butchery 
of Hungarians, but approve its subjection of Hungary 
to the Russian Communist solar system. 

Bowing out of the picture is the Red-controlled 
American Labor Party which died with the Commu- 
nist Party’s hedging in the political balloting field.
